Assembly Bill 996, the mandatory hel- 
met law introduced two weeks ago by 
California State Assemblyman Dick 
Floyd, has been referred to the Assem- 
bly Transportation Committee, which 
will conduct a hearing on the measure, 
Apr. 21 at 9 a.m. The committee is 
chaired by Bruce Young (D-Norwalk), 
and the other members are: Marion 


LaFollette (R-Woodland Hills), Wadie 
Deddeh (D-Chula Vista), Nolan Friz- 
zelle (R-Huntington Beach), Elihu 
Harris (D-Oakland), Walt Ingalls (D- 
Riverside), Bill Lancaster (R-Covina), 
Gien Moore (D-Los Angeles), Dick 
Mountjoy (R-Arcadia), Lou Papan 
(D-Daly City), Frank Vicencia (D- 
Paramount), Chester Wray (D-Garden 











Grove) and Phil Wyman (R-Lancaster).

The American Motorcyclist Associ- 
ation’s lawsuit against the Bureau 
of Land Management's California 
Desert Plan is in a legal holding pat- 
tern following Judge A. Wallace 
Tashima's decision to take the 
matter under submission. The 
AMA and four other co-plaintiffs in 
the case — including the National 
Outdoor Coalition — are seeking a 
temporary restraining order against 
implementation of the plan. If it is 
granted — and a ruling is expected 
from Judge Tashima in the next 
two weeks — then a trial would 
take place this summer to decide on 
a permanent injunction against the 
Plan. The AMA's Rob Rasor also 
reports that the Sierra Club is trying 
to get its lawsuits against the Check 
Chase and the SCORE Parker 400 
involved with the litigation on the 
Desert Plan. But that attempt hit a 
snag on Monday morning, Mar. 30, 
when the AMA's motion for dis- 
missal of the Check Chase suit 
was granted by Judge Irving Hill. 
Hill agreed with the contention of 
defendants AMA, District 37 and 
the Checkers M.C. that the case 
was a moot issue. Furthermore, Hill 
rejected the Sierra Club's claim 
that the Check Chase issue was 
relevant to the Desert Plan. 


Time magazine reports that the new 
man heading the Bureau of Land Man- 
agement, Robert Burford, backed the 
Sagebrush Rebellion — which would 
return BLM lands to the states — in 
his home state of Colorado. Time also 
reported that Colorado state legislator 
Anne Gorsuch, a frequent critic of the 
Environmental Protection Agency, has 
been named to head that organization. 
Gorsuch received support from Secre- 
tary of the Interior James Watt, and 
brewer Joseph Coors. 


Rick Hauser has been promoted to 
the R.J. Reynolds/Winston Pro 
Series team manager and will be 
responsible for the daily functions 
of their group. Hauser comes from 
the Winston Cup Series. 


Darryl Kuenzer (KTM) dropped 15 
points on his way to the overall win in 
the Mar. 29 Forked River National 
Championship Enduro at Bamber 
Lake, New Jersey. The 150 mile event, 
the longest on the AMA championship 
schedule, saw Dick Burleson (Hus) 
take the Open AA class win with a loss 
of 17. Jack Penton (Kaw) was the 
200cc AA class winner. The A class 
overall went to Frank Banaman (Hus). 


The World Championship 250cc MX 
Series opener on Mar. 29 in France 
saw Kees Van der Veen (KTM) and 
Georges Jobe (Suz) fighting for top 
spot. Van der Veen went 8-1 with 
Jobe at 5-2. The pair were the only 
riders to finish both motos on the 
muddy course. American Mike 
Guerra (Hus) finally placed 17th in 
the first moto after crashing a 
couple times, then fouled a plug at 
the start of round two and started 
a lap behind the competition. He 
made it back up to 13th in the 
second race. The watercooled 
Yamahas of Neil Hudson and Dave 
Watson were fastest in timed prac- 
tice on the Cognac, France course, 
but both seized in the race when 
their radiators clogged with mud. 
Team Honda's watercooled ma- 
chines suffered the same fate. 








Based on data collected by Dr. Harry 
Hurt’s study, a mandatory rider educa- 
tion course would help reduce accidents.

The AMA has revised the team selec- 
tion method for this years ISDE 
squad. In the past a specific number of 
berths on the team were allotted to 
each displacement class. This year, not 
so. Riders from each event will receive 
"evaluation points" based on the 
difference between their two-day score 
and that of the class winner. The class 
winner receives 0 evaluation points. 
Best three events are counted in 
determining scores. The class winners 
at the end of the Two-Day Qualifier 
Series will be automatically seeded, 
and the rest of the 30-35 rider 
contingent will be chosen by low 
numbers on the evaluation points, 
along with slots reserved for proven 
riders who were unable to compete in 
the Qualifiers due to injury.

Honda's Steve Wise rode a little bit 
in practice at Hangtown with a 
cast on his hand (he broke a small 
bone about a month ago) and 
decided to scratch from the 
program. Instead of riding 250s this 
year, he will contest the 500cc 
class with teammates Danny 
LaPorte and Chuck Sun. 


In last week's report on the SCORE 
Mexicali 250, Scott Coutts and Daryl 
Folks were reported as finishing third, 
but subsequently being protested and 
disqualified. What actually happened, 
according to Casey Folks of Sportsman 
Cycle, is that the Husky Products/ 
Sportsman Cycle/R.C. Builders team 
finished the race and put their bike in 
impound per SCORE rules. 
Provisional results were posted 
showing them third in Class 20 (125s) 
so Casey Folks figured, “Fine.” They 
didn’t win, he had spent five days in 
Mexico and didn’t want to hang 
around any longer than necessary. So, 
after about an hour and a half, he 
loaded up the bike and headed back to 
Las Vegas. SCORE rules state that all 


vehicles must remain in impound for 
24 hours, though. When someone saw 
the Coutts/Folks bike being removed 
from impound, they lodged a protest 
against them about five minutes 
before the protest period was up. The 
protest was for being over the displace- 
ment limit and with the bike being 
unavailable for inspection, 
Coutts/Folks had to be disqualified. 


Also at Mexicali, it was Mac 
Douglas and Lon Peterson on a 
Quality Motorcycle Service 
Yamaha who led most of the way 
in Class 30. Unfortunately, their 
ride ended when they ran out of 
gas in a flat-out section and seized 
the motor. It was 15 minutes until 
the next competitor went by, 
according to their watch. 


Gene Schroeder from Fairway 
Yamaha called to say that AFM road 
racer John Glover, mentioned in the 
Poop column last week, is sponsored by 
Fairway Yamaha, not by Yamaha 
Motor Corp. USA. 


Maico-mounted Jack Johnson blast- 
ed his way to the overall win in the 
Mar. 29 Southern Nevada Jackrab- 
bits M.C. Hare Scrambles near Nel- 
son, NV.

John Ulrich phoned Papa on pressday 
morning to offer his congratulations to 
John Glover, the rider whose bike he 
protested at the Mar. 22 AFM/Willow 
Springs race. Glover won the Box 
Stock class on Mar. 29 at Sears Point 
on a machine that was declared legal. 
Ulrich's protest contended that the 
Yamaha had run a motor with proto- 
type parts in the earlier event, and the 
protest was upheld by the AFM Board 
of Directors in a Mar. 28 meeting. "The 
Willow Springs protest was unfortunate, 
but as a member of the AFM Rules 
Committee, I felt I had to do it,” said 
Ulrich.

The final comment 


Re: Gochnaur on Rasor/Sheek on 
Gochnaur/ Allessi on Sheek; et al. 

I have followed with interest the 
series of correspondance which began 
with Rick Gochnaur's exception to my 
"Desert Watch" column on symbols, 





followed by Lonnie Sheek's rebuttal to 
Rick's statement. This has again been 
subjected to comment by Robert 
Allessi in the March 18 issue of Cycle 
News. 

Normally, I refrain from entering 
into debates in our trade press because 
I feel there is little opportunity to 
"win," and someone else always seems 
to get the last word. However, in this 
instance, I feel I must make an 
exception. 

To begin with, I know Rick 
Gochnaur, like him, and think he is an 
intelligent member of the 
motorcycling community with a good 
deal to contribute to the efforts that 
are necessary to preserve riding and 
competition opportunities in the 
desert. However, I take strong 
exception to his interpretation of my 
original column. 

Those who read the column will 
recall that I termed the Barstow to 
Vegas as a "symbol," but not one 
which would win our "emotional 
battles" with the BLM. I still contend 
that this is true. 

The column was not intended to 
berate the Phantom Duck, belittle his 
efforts, or diminish his contribution 
to preserving future motorcycle 
activities. The object was to try to put 
into perspective what it is really going 
to take to come out of 10 years of BLM 
regulating, planning, and litigation 
with something that approximates 
satisfactory motorcycle use of the 
desert. In that context, if the B to V is 
a battle, then the AMA/District 37 
lawsuit is the war. It will be longer, 
harder to fight, more expensive, less 
celebrated, more boring to watch, and 
less exciting to contribute money 
towards. But the Desert Plan and the 
BLM's ability to implement it in its 
present form is the ultimate issue, all 
of which brings me to Lonnie Sheek's 
response and Robert — Allessi's 
comment. 

The custodians of the District 37 
Legal Defense Task Force have 
fought, scrapped, and finagled to 
preserve a cash resource large enough 
to be useful when the “big fight” 
came. After jealously guarding their 
coffers against attack from both 
within and outside the district organi- 
zation, it seems strangely ironic now 
that the "Big One" is here criticism of 
the District and AMA seems to have 
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been raised to a new hight. The fund is 
being rapidly depleted in an effort to 
wage a defense for virtually all users of 
the desert interested in something 
other than hiking or solitude. 
Contrary to the most recent notion 
(S.H.O.V.E.-I.T., Vol. 1, No. 4), we 
are coplaintiffs, not defendents, with 
NOC, CMA, Inyo and Kern counties, 
nor has anyone maligned or ignored 
other parties in the lawsuit. We filed 
separate lawsuits by design and our 
attorneys are coordinating closely with 
all plaintiffs. 

Yes, Mr. Allessi, the AMA is aware 
that lots of preservationists are making 
decisions that effect us on BLM lands. 
We are also aware of the BLM official, 
though not as high as you might 
imagine, who went to work for the 
Wilderness Society (not the Wildlife 
Federation). We are also aware of the 
other information bits you report as 
news. My response to that is when 
you're wrestling grizzly bears, you 
don't waste time swatting the flies that 
are biting your heels. 

Whether the BLM or the preser- 
vationists are the enemy is really a 
moot point. While we are debating 
who it is we're fighting, somebody is 
kicking our butts. I'm willing to accept 
Rick Gochnaur's challenge to work as 
a united front, but let's not forget that 
equality goes hand-in-hand with 
unity. District 37 and the AMA cannot 
afford to financially continue the 
game indefinitely, but before we can 
share the pot, someone else is going to 
have to buy in.

Our crack is showing 


Assemblyman Dick Floyd's introduc- 
tion of Assembly Bill 996 is not a ques- 
tion of whether helmets impair motor- 
cyclists’ line of vision. and hearing 
levels. It is not a question of whether 
or not helmets save lives or prevent 
head injuries. Nor is it a question of 
whether helmet chin straps add to 
one's risk of breaking one's neck 
should one land on one's head during 
an accident. It is not even a question 
of will a motorcyclist have an accident 
in the first place. 

No, the question is simple: "Does 
any government have the right to in- 
troduce, pass and enforce any law at- 
tempting to protect an individual's 
personal safety in regards to that in- 
dividual harming his or her person?" 

The answer is even simpler: "No." 

If a government or legislature is per- 
mitted the right to pass a mandatory 
law requiring an individual to wear a 
helmet when riding a motorcycle, 
what is to stop that same government 
or legislature from paning a law re- 
quiring an individual to wear gloves in 
weather below freezing, a law 
requiring one to wear a life jacket 
while swimming in water, or any 
number of similar laws? Extreme? Of 
course. But if Americans sit back and 
allow the passage of totalitarian enact- 
ments such as these are, we may one 
day wake up to find more than just a 
crack in our Liberty Bell. So let us not 
tolerate unconstitutional laws of any 
nature... and let freedom ring!

It could be a long year for the competition. 
After seven straight Supercross wins, Suzuki 
made the transition to the outdoor scene quite 
comfortably as factory riders Mark Barnett and 


Kent Howerton decimated their 
opponents at the Coors-sponsored 
Hangtown Motocross Classic, both 
of them winning both of their 
respective motos. 

Honda's Jim Gibson went 3-2 for 
second behind Barnett while Jeff Ward 
returned from injuries suffered in a 
practice crash earlier this year to finish 
third on his works Kawasaki. 

On the 250s, Yamaha's Bob Hannah 
worked up to second in both motos, 
but could not catch Howerton. Gary 
Semics finished third, going 6-4 on his 
Yamaha. 

Over 27,000 spectators flocked to 
the long and hilly Prairie City Off- 
Highway Vehicle Park to watch their 
favorites. Rain threatened early in the 


day, but only a brief shower prior to. 


the first 125cc qualifier got anyone 
wet. A cold wind kept most of the 
people bundled up the whole day any- 
way. 
Preliminaries 

Suzuki-mounted David Jones got out 
of the first corner shuffle with a clear 
track ahead of him in the first four-lap 
125cc qualifier. Before the first long 


lap ended (lap times in practice were 
running around three and a half 
minutes), Suzukis Denny Bentley 
slipped underneath Gibson for the 
lead in a short uphill straight. Yamaha 
support rider Rick Johnson also made 
it past Jones on lap one. 

Gibson outran Bentley in the portion 
of the track that is hidden from view 
from most of the track. Moving up to 
fourth was Kawasaki's Tom Benolkin 
with Gary Dircks putting his K & M 
Racing KTM behind Jones for sixth. 

Johnson challenged and passed Bent- 
ley on the last lap to come up with sec- 
ond behind Gibson and Dircks dis- 
placed Jones for fifth. 


Honda's Johnny O'Mara, Yamaha 
support rider Phil Larson and Suzuki- 
mounted Danny “Magoo” Chandler 
led the pack in the second qualifier. 
Magoo moved by Larson and set his 
sights on O'Mara as they reached the 
high-speed top straight. Chandler took 
his shot at O'Mara on the first jump, 
but it backfired as he tumbled to the 
ground. His bike was tangled in the 
trackside banners, and by the time he 
got restarted everyone else was long 
gone. 
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O'Mara pulled out a large lead and 
won easily ahead of Larson. Getting 
third was Kyle Landrum on a Howard 
Racing Suzuki while Yamaha's Erik 
Kehoe moved steadily up through the 
pack to finish fourth ahead of Gene's 
Automotive Suzuki rider Ken McKenzie. 

Magoo put on a hard ride in an at- 
tempt to break into the top 13 and 
earn a direct transfer to the National. 
However, he missed it by a few spots 
and would have to earn his way through 
the consolation race. 

Ricky Palmer on a Yamaha was the 
first to his turn one in the consolation, 
but Magoo was right behind him and 
took over in the hidden first section of 
the track. He stayed upright the whole 
race and walked away with the win. 

Cycle West Suzuki rider Pete Langley 
and Rick Maki on a DG Yamaha dis- 
placed Palmer also. 

In the first 250cc qualifier, "Radical 
Ron" Turner took the holeshot on a 
four-day-old Suzuki Floater. Hannah 
was soon up to second, though, and 
rode past a few turns before the end of 
lap two. 

In third the whole race was Hannah's 
teammate Rick Burgett, both riding 
water-cooled, linkage-type monoshock 
machines. American Honda Sports rid- 
er "Dynamite Dan" Conway plugged 
himself into third on lap two and kept 
it there ahead of Semics, Honda- 
mounted Mike Loeffler and LOP 
Suzuki rider Steve Martin. 

Honda's Donnie Hansen led the sec- 
ond qualifier start to finish despite 
clipping a pole on lap one and stoppin, 
Sesame cp Ron a held E = 
a Honda for a couple laps before yield- 
ing to Suzuki-mounted Clint Hardick. 
Yamaha riders Spencer Morrison and 
Kris Bigelow chased them in with 
Maico's Eric Eaton sixth. 

DMG Maico rider Pete Murray 
scooted through turn one in front of 
the pack in the consy. Can-Am's Jim 
Holley got by in the hidden section, 
though, with Juan Benavidez on an- 
other Can-Am (though not water-cooled 
like Holley’s works bike) and Doug 
Longwell on a Sport Dynamics Yamaha 
putting Murray back to fourth. 

Benavidez went by Holley on lap 
two but couldn't pull away and went 
down in the Coors ditch a lap later, 
losing much time. Murray filled in for 
the runner-up slot with McKenzie 
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Trucking Husky rider Eugene McKen- 
zie, II third. 

Positions appeared to be set, but on 
the fourth and final lap, the leader 
went down in the Coors ditch. Positions 
were jumbled around and a surprised 
Timbo Richardson took the win on his 
Honda. 


Four-stroke race 

An exhibition four-stroke race was 
run with one 20-minute moto before 
and another one after the National 
motos. Marty Moates took a Horse- 
power Factory Honda took the initial 
lead in the first moto. Joey Schlag on a 
Honda, BP Racing/Pro Tec Yamaha 
rider Eric McKenna and Franks Racing 
Honda rider Jeff Jennings kept him 
company. 

Moates went down on lap three and 
was fifth by the time he restarted. Jen- 
nings rode away with it after that while 
Moates started dueling with Schlag. 
Their battle eventually became one for 
second place and on the last lap, the 
high school senior outmaneuvered 
Moates for the spot. McKenna got 
fourth after stalling when he clipped a 
haybale and Australian motocross 
champ Steve Gall got fifth. 

Moates knew what to expect from 
both the bike and the track in the sec- 
ond moto and he rode to victory ahead 
of Schlag. Gall came up with third 
overall followed by Lance Moorewood 
whose 6-4 earned him fourth overall. 
Ron Combs on a Kawasaki KLX put 
together 7-6 finishes for fifth. 


125cc National 


Jeff Ward got the holeshot in the 
first moto, but Barnett was just at his 
rear flank and zipped by on the first 
lap. After that, Barnett seemed intent 
on putting as much ground as possible 
on his rivals. On lap two, he had the 
entire length of the top straight on 
O'Mara in second. 

Ward started having shock problems 
which slowed him a little, and Gibson 
got him at the 15-minute point. Yama- 
ha's Donnie Cantaloupi started around 
fifth and at near the 30 minute mark, 
went by Ward who held a slight lead 
over another Yamaha teamster, Scott 
Burnworth. 

Burnworth also got around Ward 
and on the final lap, so did Rick John- 
son.

There was.no touching Barnett in 
the second moto. He led from the drop 
of the gate and by the finish, had a 
good lead over Gibson. It was actually 
boring for Barnett, too, though not as 
much for him as the first moto. “I kind 
of got a little bored in the first moto — 
it was so long — and in the second 
moto I was more used to the outdoor 
(pace) then, so it was a lot better," he 
said. “I hope it's like that the rest of 
the year." 


Gibson got Ward for second at the 
15-minute mark again and the two 


held position from that point. O'Mara 
started in the middle of the pack but 
advanced to sixth on lap two. When 
Burnworth dropped out of his sixth- 
place slot, O'Mara took it while 
Bentley came up behind him. 


Johnny О’ went by Cantaloupi with 
two laps to go giving him a secure 
fourth, but as the finishers took the 
checkered flag, it was Bentley, Johnson 
and Cantaloupi (who fell hard in the 
late going) coming in behind the lead- 
ing three. O'Mara had run out of gas 
with a half lap to go despite topping 


off the tank before the moto. It 
dropped him from a secure third to 
ninth overall. 

Rounding out the top 10 moto finish- 
ers were Burnworth, Chandler, Mike 
Beier and Gary Dircks. 


250cc National 


Howerton didn't dominate his class 
as Barnett did, but he still won easily. 
Kris Bigelow, Gary Semics and Ron 
Turner led off the moto with Howerton 
back a little bit. He was quickly up 
and around them, however, and was 
never headed after lap one. 














Clint Hardick moved to second after 
around 10 minutes just ahead of 
Turner, Burgett, Hannah, Semics and 
Hansen. Hannah dispatched those 
ahead of him, except Howerton, in 
short order with Hansen doing likewise 
to fall into third. Hardick wanted to 
keep fourth and did so the rest of the 
race with Turner апд  Semics 
scrapping behind him. 

Larry Wosick took his Suzuki to 
seventh with Sun, Moto-X Fox rider 
David Bailey on a works Kawasaki and 
Dan Conway trailing. 

Howerton watched his teammate 
blow away the others in his second 
moto and knew what people were 
going to expect. "I watched him when 
he was out there and said, 'Oh God, 
now I've got to do the same thing.’” 

Bigelow pulled the holeshot again, 
but this time Howerton got a good 
start and was right with him. At the 
end of one circuit, it was Howerton, 
Hansen, Hardick. Bigelow and Semics 
diced a bit farther back in fourth. 

Hannah, who was reportedly furious 
with his bike after the first moto, was 
on the move. He started in the pack, 
got to sixth on the second lap and 
picked off a rider a lap until the 15- 
minute mark when he was third. 

The Hurricane followed Hansen at 
a distance for the next 15 minutes, 
seemingly unable to make a dent in 
that space. At 30 minutes, though, 
“The wind was blowing banners across 
the track and one of them caught my 
bike and threw me off," Hansen said 
later. He lost lots of ground before re- 
starting and finished 31st for 12th 
overall. 

Hannah was unable to make up any 
time on Howerton and finished over 52 
seconds behind him. Hardick had 
been cruising along comfortably in 
third behind Hannah when he was 
suddenly pitched off with about 10 
minutes to go. “I went a little farther 
to the inside around a corner 'cause 
there was a lapper on the outside and 
the stutter bumps were a little steeper,” 
he said later. “One of them just took 
me over the bars.” He was unable to 
continue as the left side of his bars 
were bent toward the ground. 

Burgett moved to third at that point 
followed by Semics, Kawasaki's Warren 
Reid (who complained of handling 
problems), Turner and Wosick. Bailey, 
Sun and Conway completed the top 
10. 

Surprsingly, Howerton said, “I just 
didn’t feel like I was going that fast 
today. I was a little stiff and tense at 
first. I need about two or three laps to 
loosen up and get my body hot, then I 
start flowing a lot better. 

“Every now and then, a few turns 
felt good. I felt like I was going just 
fast enough, smooth, I made hardly 
any mistakes at all. 

"I'm gonna try to do better than I 
did last year. I want to win them all; I 
want to win every moto. It's gonna be 
hard." After today's display, though, 
one has to wonder if it's going to be 
hard for the Suzuki riders or hard for 
the competition. e

Vance blasts to world 
record in 
Gatornationals Drags

GAINESVILLE, FL, MAR. 18 


Terry Vance took an early season stranglehold 
on the Pro Stock class when he grabbed the 
win and both ends of the National record in 
the 12th Annual NHRA Gatornationals. 


Competing with a Byron Hines 
prepared 1981 Suzuki GS1100, 
the Santa Fe Springs duo left no 
doubt as to their intentions for 
the season. 

Saturday's qualifying session started 
off with 12 entrants trying to make the 
8 bike field of elimination 
competitors. Superbike Mike Keyte 
surprised all when he nabbed the 
number one spot with an out of the 
van 8.789 seconds at 151.26 mph. The 
ET was Keyte’s best run ever and the 
mph matched exactly the National 
record held by Terry Vance. 

The number two spot fell to Vance 
and Hines. Vance ran a strong 8.811 
at a record breaking 152.80 mph. 

The number three rung was 


occupied by the R.C. Engineering 
sponsored Suzuki of Bob Carpenter. 
Carpenter’s numbers read 8.955 at 
149. 

Rounding out the top half of the 


field was a newcomer to the Pro Stock 
wars, John Mafaro. Mafaro purchased 
the Kawasaki machine that both Bob 
Carpenter and Russ Collins ran at 
different times last season and took it 
to a 9.185/145.63 clocking. 

The opening pairing of round one 
saw the Kawasakis of Keyte and Cedric 
Johnson square off. Keyte took a quick 
lead and held on for an easy win, 
running an 8.872/152.54 to Johnson's 
9.487/147.78. Keyte's 152.54 coupled 
with his qualifying 151.26 set the new 
mile-per-hour pass and signaled the 
kind of afternoon the defending 
Gatornationals champ was hoping to 
have. 

Next up was Bob Carpenter on his 
Suzuki and the Kawasaki of Marc 
Walker and Gary Pena. Walker left 
the line first but Carpenter was able to 
catch and pass him in the mid-range. 
Walker stopped the timers with an 
8.923/148.02 while Carpenter ran an 
8.967/151.00 for the win.

John Mafaro brought the Kawasaki that Bob Carpenter and Russ Collins 
ran last season. He got crossed-up in round one and packed it in. 


A pair of Suzuki’s were next up 
when Greg Sommers brought his GS 
1000 up to face Terry Vance’s GS 
1100. In the duel of Suzukis, Vance 
left on Sommers and though Greg ran 
better than his previous personal best, 
it was not good enough to stop Terry's 
record performance. Sommers ran a 
9.184/143.76 but Vance backed up his 
152.80 with a 151.77 and ran the first 
8.6 in the history of Pro Stock. His 
8.68 second pass astounded everyone, 
especially the riders that had to face 
him the rest of the meet. 

Next, Joe Folgore, on his Suzuki, got 
a clean start while John Mafaro skated 
off the line. Even though Folgore was 
way off the pace he was able to defeat 
the crossed-up Mafaro. Mafaro's 
Kawasaki was put on the trailer when 
he could only muster a 9.606/143.06. 
Folgore advanced to the next round, 
and to Vance, with a 9.467/141.06. 

Leading the second round was the 
lone Kawasaki of Keyte versus the 
R.C. Suzuki of Bob Carpenter. 
Carpenter got away first and Keyte 
was forced to play catch up. Keyte 
earned his way into the final by 
running a fine 8.81/151.00 to 
Carpenter's losing 8.954/149.00. Car- 
penter was pretty obviously down, оп 
power all weekend as the best he could 
muster was his semi final 149.00 mph. 

On the other end of the ladder was 
the race that everyone was waiting for. 
Perhaps the race was not as important 
as the single pass that would be made 
by Vance. When Vance staged up 
Folgore took the only advantage the 
number eight qualifier could take -- he 
tried to anticipate the green light. Joe's 
anticipation led to a big red eye. 
When the green did hit, Vance was 
already cogni#aht of the fact that he 
had won the race and now it was just 





him against the clocks. 

Vance waited until everything felt 
just right to leave. The rear tire bit 
down and launched him like no Pro 


Stock machine had ever been 
launched before. With every gear 
change you could almost feel Vance 
becoming faster and faster as he jetted 
down the Florida quarter mile. 

At last Vance lit the win beam and 
all in attendance waited for the 
scoreboard readout system to register 
his numbers. 8.625...153.32... 
incredible! Vance and Hines had done 
it again. The new world’s record, not 
unlike the old one, was to reside in 
Santa Fe Springs, California. With all 
the excitement Vance's pass generated 
it was easy to lose track of the fact that 
this was only the semi finals. 

When Keyte staged up his Kawasaki 
he knew that he would need the run of 
his career to dethrone Vance. When 
the green light registered Vance left 
the line .004 seconds ahead of Keyte 
and twisted the throttle for all it was 
worth. Vance was well aware that if he 
made a mistake he would not be able 
to hold off the charging Kawasaki. 
Keyte tried with all he had but when 
the win light was lit, the Gatornational 
crown had changed heads. Vance was 
the winner with an 8.691/144.92 
(missed high gear) to Keyte's losing 
8.916/150.75. 

The two final round racers both 
proved themselves early in the year. 
Vance let it be known just how hard it 
will be to wrestle his Number One 
plate away in 1981. Keyte, on the 
other hand, showed just how well an 
unsponsored racer could compete with 
the factory boys. In a time when 
Suzuki has proven their basic 
superiority, Keyte has given Kawasaki 
riders all over the country new hope. *

If sales of Yamaha's biggest time 
keeping device continue at their cur- 
rent pace, the warehouses will be picked 
clean by April. A lot of buyers weren't 
fooled by last year's IT425. They knew 
that the existence of the YZ465 pointed 
towards an IT465 next season. 

It arrived officially in September 
when Jim Fishback fired up his white 
Yamaha and began Day One at the 
ISDT. Of the entire Yamaha contingent 
Fishback and Top American finisher 
Larry Roeseler had the most trouble 
free rides. Both were mounted on 
IT465s. After six days of pounding, 
riders and bikes still looked fresh while 
other guys were busy reeling in their 
tongues. 

We've got at least the equivalent of 
a Six Day ride on our test IT465, if not 
in brutality, at least in miles. It's been 
entered in six enduros (two woods, 
four desert) and has been ridden at 
least 100 miles on every non-race week- 
end since January. As of the end of 
March we've racked up 1342 miles on 
our IT. These impressions and opinions 
come after five sets of tires, two chains, 
three sets of bars and a small mountain 
of grips. 

First the "how fast" question. As far 
as top speed, it's somewhere in the 90 
mph bracket (our chase van speedo dies 
at 80). Acceleration is a little harder to 
pinpoint. If given a situation where ‘it 
can get a good bite with its 5.10 x 17 
rear hoof, the IT465 will give you a 
serious rush. The bike squats down, 
digs in and pulls like a large electric 
motor from the basement to the belfrey. 
The ground between “here” and “there” 
becomes a blur. You quickly learn to 
focus on “there” since everything in 
between is going to disappear so rapidly 
you won't see much of it. Your arms 
and upper back get a workout, as do 
your reflexes. That turn way down the 
trail is just below your visor sooner 
than you thought imaginable. 


The IT465 motor is different than 
the YZ465 powerplant. It has a large 
flywheel, more restrictive exhaust and 
shghtly different porting. It works bet- 
ter. The YZ465 is a little pipey where 
its IT counterpart is smooth. In a flat- 
out drag race the IT hooked up better, 
sooner and longer. 

The IT's powerband starts when 
your right wrist turns the slack out of 
the cable and the slide starts to quiver 
— at most a few hundred RPM above 
idle. The biggest muscle in the 465 is 
found in the lower two thirds of the 
powerband. Wide open throttle is re- 
served for 42 mph desert sections and 
the “nab the OA or eat a tree" crowd. 
Those determined to see the end of the 
season will find that the middle of the 
powerband is best for all around riding. 
It provides the opportunity to whack it 
wide open to clear something nasty, or 
if you find your heels banging off the 
side panels because of something you 
never saw, there's enough grunt to pull 
it off without having to shift. 

In converted terms, you can just 
about cover a whole 10 mile section of 
24 mph woods in third gear without 
shifting. It can grunt over logs and 
gobble tight two-trackers in the same 
gear. In desert 30 mph sections, you 
settle down with the middle of fourth 
and an occasional speed warp up to 
fifth where the whoops and dust are 
gone. 

The hot tip according to Yamaha's 
John Fero for IT465-ing in the really 
tight stuff: “Just before the corner, get 
hard on the brakes, pull in the clutch 
and lock the rear brake just before the 
apex. The bike will slide sideways 
through the turn, rather than having 
to be leaned over and turned. When

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you get lined and pointed where you 
want to go, grab a handful and drop 
the clutch." It takes a while to get the 
hang of it, but it works well and shaves 
off precious seconds spent trying to 
wrestle it around. Makes you feel like a 
jet pilot too... 

The gearbox ratios work nicely with 
the engine's tractor-like powerband, 
although you'll soon learn to ignore 
first gear except in the extreme gnarlies. 
We started off the line in the last few 
enduros using third gear and still hole- 
shot the guys who race to the three 
mile marker. 

Whether or not you'll like the sus- 
pension depends on where you ride 
and what class you're in. We found 
that the stock suspension works fairly 
well in woods areas for most A riders. 
The guys who consistenly run in the 
= eight or so in the desert enduros 

want something more (see the side- 
bar for modifications). Since the sus- 
pension can be fine-tuned, we did some 
woods fiddling. On the monoshock we 
tightened the preload 5mm past stan- 
dard, and stiffened the damper three 
clicks past the firm notch. Up front we 
pulled the forks up 48 millimeters from 
the top iius а added an inch of oil 
and six pounds of air. 


Set up like this the bike works nicely. 
If the fast guys in the class zero a 24 
mph section with time to spare, the 
IT465 can get in there too. If the class 
winner drops five minutes the IT with 
a capable rider will drop six, at most 
seven points with the stock suspension. 


The bike in stock trim is a good 
handling machine. It actually has the 
same wheelbase as the Green Ballerina, 
Kawasaki's KDX175. But it's heavier, 
and the shock is in a different, higher 
location. The stock suspension can 
cope with the weight of the bike up to 
a certain point. It can't hold a deter- 
mined rider back from winning the 
class, but if the competition is extreme- 
ly thick (we're talking AA here) you're 
going to need some suspension assis- 
tance. 

Yamaha automatically put the double 
leading shoe front brake on this year's 
IT when they went to the bigger engine. 
They knew what we found out — some- 
thing this fast needs great brakes. The 
first few miles with this brake results in 
wide-eyed front wheel lock-ups until 
you adjust to the disc-like response it 
offers. It's the first brake we've never 
found lacking, despite heavy, harsh 
use, water and dust. 


We jumped from a year of a full float- 
ing rear brake system onto Yamaha's 
non floater and had problems with 
locking up the rear wheel. The old cure- 
all was dusted off and applied. We 
backed off the brake adjuster, yanked 
heartily on the rod until it was obviously 
bent upward, and readjusted the brake. 
The flex in the rod eliminated most of 
the lock-up problems, and rider ad- 
justment to the light feel eliminated 
the rest. 

Onto the nit-picky stuff, both good 
and bad, that surfaces after about 500 
miles. The stickers on the tank, side 
panels and front number plate refuse 
to commit suicide at the car wash. 
You'll wear down the paint on the side 
panels out long before the sticker peels 
off. The spoke break-in procedure 
consists of giving them about four to 
five hearty turns before you even go 
riding (don't be afraid — crank 'em) 
followed by a tiny tighten-up every 300 
miles. 

The tank holds a hearty 60 miles 
worth of neck stretching fun, but you're 
pushing if it's 70 miles and you've been 
gassing it. Its a broad baby, а little 

ard to cuddle with, but it doesn't 
really get in your way. 

The White Knight shifts better if 
you ignore the clutch as much as pos- 
sible. Just click and gas it. Don't believe 
the oil specs on the sidecase — put 
850cc of oil in the gearbox. Works 
great unless you extend the suspension 
and don't lengthen the kickstand — 
then it comes dribbling out the overflow. 


The odometer takes some getting 
used to. When you reset (either to zero 
at the start, or at course resets) the odo 
takes the equivalent of half a tenth to 
click in. We started setting it half a 
tenth early at the start and resets and 
it worked fine. Whenever course mile- 
age was off on the whole course, the 
Yamaha was consistent. Picky riders 
swap the unit for a Suzuki or Can-Am 
odo, or pop for an trick electric odo- 
meter. 

The little toolbag on the rear fender 
is cute, but we don't trust it. You can 
stuff a spare tube in there, but we 
don't recommend tools — ever had 
your kidneys explored by a phillips 
head? When we've had back-row 
numbers in enduros, we've spotted a 
few out on the trail — mostly last year's 
but a few of the '81 bags too. Could be 
from over-stuffing. It's amazing what 
some people cram in there. 


Both fenders are good mud stoppers.

If you don't like the wiggle action that 
the front fender does in bouncy terrain, 
replace it with a Petty or other sturdy 
unit. Side panels are easy on and off 
with a screwdriver. You can take the 
air filter in and out with no tools. Even 
the shock pops off with a combo 14/ 
17mm wrench and a pair of pliers. 
The tank is a single 10mm wrench. 
The whole bike can be stripped down 
with a bare minimum of tools in a very 
short time. 

Maintenance, other than replacing. 
worn parts, is minimal. Clean the air 
filter and brake shoes after each ride 
and give it the old tight nut and bolt 
run-through. Feed it Yamalube mixed 
at 36:1 (430cc to four gallons) with 76 
Union Supreme or another 91 octane 
gas. It seems to like the standard Cham- 
pion N-3 rather than the gold plated 
version. Change gearbox and fork oil 
every four rides. Other than that the 
bike takes care of itself. 

Overall the IT465 is going to sell 
well with a lot of different buyers. The 
guys who want a fast Japanese enduro 





machine that works well in most situa- 
tions will find the IT465 has the grunt 
to get you there and the ability to take 
home the big trophies. A lot of guys in 
the Senior A class are stepping. off big 
bore motocrossers in favor of this bike. 
It's got the horsepower they want in a 
more controllable form that results in 
shaving off seconds because it hooks 
up sooner. Probably the biggest market 
is the weekend warrior. While this has 
historically been an area dominated by 
YZs regardless of Yamaha's efforts in 
the IT field, it looks like the IT465 
(and we hear the IT250) are breaking 
through that barrier. 

It's justifiable. Yamaha invested 
heavily in a team last year and came 
back with lots of development info 
that was applied to this year's 
machine. They backed off on team size 
this year, leading us to imagine that 
the bike will be fairly unchanged for 
the 1982 market. From what we've dis- 
covered, it will have a pretty solid 
place in the market for this and next 
season. It's a good buy. 9 


Modifications 


How to sano it out 


We set out with the objective of 
making the bike as capable of 
winning as any other machine 
that rolls to the line in a National 
Enduro. The only place where we 
might not have reached that goal was 
in weight — we'd like to shave off an- 
other 15 or 20 pounds but can't find 
anywhere to do it. Other than that, we 
think that the modifications here will 
help you move towards the top of the 
Open A class a little quicker. 


Tires and tubes 

Dunlop has a very nice set-up that 
works well in both woods and desert. 
We used а 3.00 x 21 K139 up front 
and a 5.00 x 17 K88s on the rear. The 
17 inch rear wheel does limit you a bit 
in selection (we're getting the IT250 rim 
and spokes), but there are tires avail- 
able. The Dunlops are good for an 
honest 150 enduro miles in the desert 
and 200 to 250 miles in the woods. The 
best tubes we've found are the Michelin 
rubber tubes. Sturdy seams, a nice el- 
bow design in the valve stem and they 
don't go flat easily. 


Chain 

The stock chain stretches initially, 
then stops for about 100 miles, then 
starts stretching again — forever. We 
pitched it at 400 miles and replaced it 
with a Husky Products 530 O-ring 
chain. It stretched a bit initially then 
stopped. It's still cooperating nicely 
after 1300 miles. 


Suspension 

White Bros. has a slick set-up that 
extends rear wheel travel to 11.8 
inches and made the bike a pleasure to 
ride. It consists of different valving, 
elimination of the travel limiter and 
cross-over primary spring that makes 
the first third of travel nice and cushy, 
the middle very cooperative, and the 
last third firm enough for serious get 
down speeds. We used the standard 
Yamaha IT spring in the woods, with 
the preload backed way off, and the 
accessory IT firm spring in the desert 
with the preload cranked down. Cost is 
$118. 

The White Bros. IT fork kit 
($79.95) consists of damper rods, 
springs, Bel-Ray 10 weight LT suspen- 
sion oil and gives 11.8 inches of travel. 
We topped the oil off at 5.5 inches 
from the top of the tube (when col- 
lapsed), pulled the forks up to 50mm 
and pumped in eight pounds of air for 
the woods, 14 pounds for the desert. 


The only suspension drawback is 
when you totally bottom out the rear 
end. The bottom of the silencer brushes 
against the rear sprocket. It doesn’t do 
more than leave scruff marks, but it 
sure sounds nasty. It’s worth it. 


Controls 

Real Magura Dog Leg levers are 
about $22 a pair, but they're nice and 
short and they don't explode when you 
fall down. We used GSM OW chromoly 
bars ($22.95) cut to 32 inches. They're 
lower than stock and have a nice bend 
for woods. Some people are also using 
last year's stock YZ125 bars. Yamaha 
has some soft and grabable GP Acces- 
sory grips ($4.95). We also installed a 
White Bros. clutch extender to make 
pulling the clutch in easier. If $8.95 is 
too much, take your stock clutch arm, 
extend it about 20mm, weld it back to- 
gether and bolt it back on. Enduro 
goodies included a Coundown Clock 
($109.95), Hi-Point route card holder 
(an oldie we found in a box) and a DG 
crossbar pad ($3) cut in half to 
accommodate the clock. 

Possibly the neatest trick was to take 
some height out of the seat (this one's 
free if you've got some glue and a knife). 
Riders with an inseam of 32" or less, 
often find their feet flapping worthlessly 
in the breeze when attempting to 
reach the ground. Pop the seat cover 
off, and measure 10 inches down the 
side of the seat from front to back. At 
the front of the seat measure a 1146" 
high section in the middle of the pad- 
ding — don't shave off the top. If you 
connect all three points you will have a 
wedge in the middle of the padding 
that is 116" at the front and tapers to a 
point 10 inches back. Mark the wedge 
with a pen, cut it out with an electric 
carving knife, glue the seat back to- 
gether and staple the cover back on. 
The seat will be low enough to where 
you should be able to touch the ground. 


Things that didn't work 

We tried two different sets of fiber- 
glass reeds and didn't notice any real 
difference. It reportedly works great 
on the IT250 and the whole YZ line, 
but didn't do much for our 465. We 
also went to an aluminum spark arrestor 
to stop banging the stock spark arrestor 
on the sprocket. It seemed to slow our 
bike down somewhat, and made it a 
borderline case at the sound test. We 
went back to stock. The silencers sup- 
posedly work very well on IT175s, and 
there's mixed emotions about their 
performance on the IT250s. e

AYWAILLE, BELGIUM, MAR. 1 
Belgium earned itself the 
unenviable reputation of 
organising the worst-ever World 
Championship trial when they 
put on an event that was just a 
masquerade of an observed trial. 

Not unexpectedly, Belgian Honda 
star Eddy Lejeune won his home 
round, but did it under circumstances 
that left an unpleasant taste in the 
mouth. 

Immediately after the trial was over, 
Yrjo Vesterinen, Charles Coutard and 
Manuel Soler protested that Lejeune 
rode two machines during the event. 
A jury meeting Sunday night threw out 
their protest because of lack of positive 
proof, but the fact remained that 
Lejeune’s mechanic rode an almost 
identical bike in support of Eddy. 

Yet the protest was minor in 
comparison to the sections. The 
hazards were quite impossible - 
literally. 86 riders started the first lap 
of 15 sections, and not one clean ride 
of a section was recorded by any of 
those 86 heroes. 

The organising club got the message 
and eased the sections for the second 
and third laps, but even then they 
were very, very difficult. 


Lejeune cleaned four sections 
during the day as did the second 
placed finisher, Italian Danilo 
Galleazzi. Both lost the same number 
of marks, 149, with Lejeune getting 
the verdict because he had lost single 
dabs in seven sections where Galleazzi 
had only managed six. 

During the three lap, 15 section 
course it was possible to lose a 
maximum of 75 on each lap to total 
225. Yet for some of the lesser lights 
they couldn’t even attempt the 
hazards, and failure to make an 
attempt cost an extra 50 marks, so 
many of the later placings were 
recorded with scores that were in 
excess of the maximum possible loss in 
the sections. 

Bernie Schreiber, America’s hope 
for the title, had another disastrous 
day, finishing in a lowly ninth place. 

Lejeune led right from the start, 
completing the first lap for one mark 
less than Galleazzi whose forceful 
riding style was one of the bright spots 
on a dull day. In third place was 
Vesterinen, one of only three riders to 
keep their score under sixty. 

The remainder were closely 
bunched, managing to save just under 
ten marks on average for the first lap. 
When the sections were eased for the 
subsequent tours, cleans were still few 
and far between, but riders were at 
least managing to reach the end 
cards. 

And so it continued. The many 
thousands of spectators who had 
traveled from all over the continent to 
watch the world’s best riders in action 
were sadly disappointed. When they 
are reduced to the level they were 
there is no enjoyment for anyone, and 
without exception riders were just sick 
of the trial’s stupid sections. е

Lejeune 
continues 
winning 
pace in 
Ireland

CLANDEBOYE, IRELAND, MAR. 7 
Honda mounted Eddy Lejeune 
leapt to the top of the World 
Championship point standings, 
taking a 19 point lead after 
winning the third round of the title 
battle in Ireland. 

Two wins and a second place is the 
impressive. record of Belgium's 
Lejeune in three trials, and already 
the pattern for the year is being set, 
with the youthful continental riders 
successfully challenging the more 
experienced men who have dominated 
in past years. 

However, on a day when Eddy was 
at his brilliant best, Bernie Schreiber 
was at his most dismal. The young 
American star- champion in 1979, 
slumped to a disastrous 25th, after 
reading the three lap, 15 section 
course all wrong by rushing round 
when generally conditions improved. 

Lejeune was simply brilliant, and he 
completed the 45 sections with a 13 
mark-advantage over the second man, 
last year's champion Ulf Karlson. 

However, Karlson had the 
distinction of leading at the end of the 








first lap, and only a dismal second 
circuit when he nearly doubled his first 
lap loss stopped him from repeating 
his 1980 win in this event. 

After the first two series rounds 
when the continental style of trick 
riding was much needed for the ultra 
tight sections, Ireland heralded a 
return to the "British" type of section 
with wide, straight mud and rock 
hazards where it was impossible to 
perform pivot turns, bunny hops and 
balancing. 

The British riders results were 
reflected in the change of sections with 
Suzuki rider John Reynolds taking 
third place with three more cleans to 
Malcolm Rathmell infourth and SWM 
MAN Martin Lampkin finishing fifth. 

Being a much more sensible trial 
than Spain or Belgium gave the star 
riders the chance to display their 
talents, and many impressive cleans of 
very difficult sections were witnessed 
by the small crowds. 

However, Bernie Schreiber would 
probably prefer a return to the trick 
riding and dry grippy sections, for 
before the next round in Britain he 
must sort out the Italjet with which he 
seems to be having so much trouble 
after so much success at the end of last 
year. 

Yrjo Vesterinen took sixth chased by 
Gilles Burgat who proved that his top 
ten placings in the first two rounds 
were by no means flukes. 

It proved to be a very good and 

pular event, and only heavy rain 
spoiled the second part of the trial. 
Lejeune was head and shoulders better 
than anybody else, and his consistency 
must make him a sure bet, if not for 
the title, then at least in with a 
fighting chance. е

Karlson 
king in 
Britain

PATELEY BRIDGE, ENGLAND, 
MAR. 15 

Swede Ulf Karlson reminded the 
world that he is the current 
World Champion when he took 
a superb win in the Observed 
Trials in Yorkshire, the home of 
British trials. 

Karlson had the audacity to beat the 
Brits on their home territory, and he 
said at the end as he loaded his works 
Montesa onto the trailer, “I never 
thought I could beat a Yorkshireman 
at home, but I have.” 

However, his win was a narrow one. 
British Champion Martin Lampkin 
finished second. Malcolm Rathmell, 
after leading at the end of the first lap, 
finished third one mark behind 
Lampkin and four behind Karlson. 

Championship leader Eddy Lejeune 
had his worst ride of this year’s series 
and finished sixth, but he still has a 12 
point lead which he takes to the fifth 
round in the middle of May. Karlson’s 
win hoists him to second in the series. 

For the second week running, 1979 
champion Bernie Schreiber failed to 
score. His Italjet just didn’t seem to be 
as competitive as the Bultaco on which 
he won his title, and Bernie changed 
tires mid-way round the first lap in an 
effort to get more grip. He started on 
Michelin and finished on Pirelli. It was 
an improvement, but he was still way 
out of the points in 15th place. 

It was, perhaps, the best trial ever 
held in Britain. The organizing 
Whetherby club used a new piece of 
land with some of the best sections ever 
seen in World Championship trials. 
They were typically British sections, 
and didn't suit the continental trick 
riding style. Even so, this didn't stop 
the foreigners from hogging the bulk 
of the top placings. 

Rathmell led at the end of the first 
28 section, six mile lap with 38 marks 
lost, but he was closely chased by 
Karlson on 40 and Lampkin with 41. 

Spaniard Manuel Soler put together 
a super second lap which was the day's 
best score and this helped elevate him 
to fifth place, but it was Karlson 
everyone was watching. 

When Karlson finally posted his 
second circuit total, his 30 marks lost 
gave him victory, much to the crowd's 
disappointment as they were hoping 
for a home win from Lampkin or 
Rathmell. е

Daytona International Speedway is not a kind 
track. From its flat, winding infield to the 
suspension-bottoming 31-degree banked tri- 
oval turns, Daytona is demanding of both rider 


and equipment. When either is 
less than superb, neither finish. 

For the AMA Superbike con- 
testants, the challenge is even 
higher. Unlike the specialized road 
racers that compete in the Daytona 
200, Superbikes were born as some- 
thing other than all-out two-wheeled 
Formula One machines. They started 
as street machines, just like the ones 
we buy each year at our local Suzuki, 
Honda and Kawasaki dealers. 

The Suzuki Superbike racing effort 
is handled by the California-based 
Yoshimura R&D, headed by Fujio 
Yoshimura, son of company founder 
"Pops" Yoshimura. For five 
consecutive years, Yoshimura Super- 
bikes have won the Daytona event, this 
year being the strongest effort yet with 
an awesome 1-2 finish at the 1981 Bell 
Superbike 100 Season opener. Reigning 
AMA Superbike Champ Wes Cooley 
and last years Daytona winner 
Graeme Crosby qualified with 
identical times of 2:07.826, then raced 
the 100-mile event with Cooley edging 
Croz by 0.7 seconds at the finish line. 
Cooley's average speed was 107.744 
mph, compared to Daytona 200 
winner Dale Singleton’s 108.523 mph 
winning average. 

No, the Yoshimura Suzukis are no 
longer street bikes. They're full-on 
road racing rockets with a wealth of 
ingenuity and know-how rolling along 
on those chubby slicks. 

Just for fun, we asked Fujio just 
how much of the stock motor 
remained. He laughed. 

"How much is stock?" he repeated, 
"What's stock is the cases!" 

The Yoshimura Suzukis arrive in 
pieces. First, the stock GS1000 frames 
are prepared by modifying the rear 
section, as Fujio put it: "Very contro- 
versial, this part." The upper shock 
mounts are relocated forward (see 
photo) by cutting, then rewelding 
some tubework. Gussets are added 
along with a new crosstube between 
the vertical tubes. The steering head 
and front part of the frame is left 


stock. д ў 
А heavily-reinforced box cross- 


section swingarm — one used on 
Yoshimura’s Formula One machine 
last year — is adapted to the frame. 
Apparently this emphasis on stiffening 
the rear end is the answer; unlike other 
Suzuki-based Superbikes, the Yoshi- 
mura machines didn’t wobble on Day- 
tona's banked turn four. 

The motor is “95%” built with 
available parts — crankshaft, pistons, 
cams, springs and other pieces from 
the Yoshimura catalog. (The crank is 
not listed in the catalog, but it is avail- 
able.) The other five percent is experi- 


mental. . hos 
Suspension for the Suzuki is "not 


available to the public," according to 
Fujio, and he would not comment on 
the details of the Kayaba anti-dive 








forks and rear shocks. They were not 
mass-produced. Each part was 
virtually hand-built, machined from 
solid alloy stock. 

The complete ignition is Kokusan 
Denki, available from Yoshimura for 
Suzukis and Kawasakis for around 
$600. 

Dymag three-spoke wheels, the rear 
one with a Suzuki cush-drive kit, are 
mounted with Goodyear slicks. Brakes 
are Suzuki RG road racer units in the 
“standard” dual disc on front with a 
smaller single disc at the rear wheel 
confuguration. 

Per AMA Superbike rules, the fuel 
tank is totally stock right down to the 
locking gas cap. A road racing saddle 
keeps Cooley on top of things under 
hard acceleration. 

A Nippondenso oil cooler is utilized 
to help keep the over-stressed four- 
cylinder motor from welding all its 
parts together. Not presently 
available, it's anticipated that the unit 
will eventually be marketed as a 
Yoshimura kit. 

Mounted ahead of the Wes Cooley 
autograph model Superbike Bars is a 
tach with a red line painted at 10,500 
rpm. According to Fujio, it'll do more 
and still hold together: On the last two 
laps in the Daytona race, Wes took it 
up over 12,000 rpm without harming 
the valve train. 

Carburetion is handled by four 31 
mm  Keihins, the maximum size 
allowed by AMA rules and a source of 
confusion for Fujio. 

"Usually you specify the size of the 
carburetor at the venturi; the smallest 
part of the carburetor has to be 
31mm. But Honda and Kawasaki are 
using the Blue Magnum carburetors... 
they start off at 34-36mm. Big carbu- 
retors. And they put the restrictor 
plates in them, or sleeves. So, the 
venturi size is a lot larger on these 
carburetors. I’m sure 99% of the 
people read the carburetor rule (to be) 
31mm. What's the rule? At the venturi? 
Or anywhere in the carburetor 31mm is 
all right?" (AMA simply specifies a 
"maximum size" for carbs on four- 
cylinder motors in Superbike racing as 
51mm without being specific where 
within the carburetor the 31mm is to be 
measured... Editor.) 

The Yoshimura Suzukis are allowed 
to run the small fairings since they are 
a stock item on the Suzuki GS1000S. 
The standard mold is used, then the 
headlight hole is filled in. 

Team Honda's Freddie Spencer won 
the Talladega Superbike race a week 
after Cooley topped Daytona. The two 
are tied in AMA Superbike Series 
points standings with six events left on 
the calendar. Can Team Honda catch 
the Suzuki-supported Yoshimura 
effort? Or will Wes Cooley successfully 
defend his title? The year 1981 
promises to be the best in Superbike 
history!

Mr. Retired talks about 
Mr. Dirt and dirt track racing

The Winston Pro Series lost one of its best ambassadors with the retirement of 
Corky Keener. He set a standard of representing the sport that few could or can 
match. Keener had the ability to make winner's circle light up and if he wasn't 
there he could be found in the pits surrounded by fans of all ages. What was й that 
attracted fans to Keener during his seven (1974-80) AMA Grand National 
Championship seasons? It was probably a combination of things, but foremost was 
that he always had time for the fans -- time to autograph a program or pose for a 
picture от just chat about bikes от racing. 

Keener had two nicknames -- Mr. Dirt, which he liked and The Grey Ghost, 
which he says grew on him. “I actually thrived on the kidding about my аде," says 
Keener. “It was sort of an incentive to let people know my grey hair had no 
connection with my throttle hand.” Keener turned 35 on October 2. 

Keener won five Nationals during his career and finished in the top ten five of the 
seven seasons. The two times he didn't crack the top ten he was sidelined by 
injuries. 

He has been enjoying himself of late. "I'm taking a well deserved vacation,” said 
Corky. “I spectated at Houston, visited some friends after that and then took my 
time heading down to Daytona. I've always worked and this is the first time I've 
really taken time off to do anything I want to." 

Keener dropped by the Cycle News East office on the way back to his home in 
Golden, Colorado. Part of the time the tape recorder was switched on and we 
chatted about the past, present and future of Mr. Dirt. 





Why did you decide to retire? 

I guess my situation was unique in that 
I never had a factory ride until I was 
29. In that sense I was starting at 
about the time most guys were 
thinking about quitting because 
motorcycle racing is not exactly a sport 
for ageing people. After seven years of 
racing it dawned on me it was about 
time to go to something else. Besides, 
my body hurt everytime I fell down. I 
had a couple of Баа falls last year 
which were not my fault. You can't 
make excuses for that, it's just part of 
racing. I was in the wrong spot at the 
wrong time. 

The first incident was at Ascot (half 
mile) and it was a bad one because I 
was going pretty fast and landed very 
hard. I didn't break anything, just 
landed flat on my back and knocked 
myself silly. 

The second incident happened at 
one of the weekly Wednesday night 








short tracks at Santa Fe Speedway. It 
was a bit more serious -- enough so 
that I can still feel the effects of it at 
this time. I cracked my pelvis at the 
hip bone socket. Possibly I jammed my 
leg, I don't know. It took the doctors a 
day to find where the problem was on 
the x-rays. It can't be considered a 
major, but that was the last time I 
raced. 

How did you become a full-time 
racer? 

It was a coincidence more than 
anything else. In the beginning (1972) 
I had no long range plans, it was more 
of a race to race thing and I got to 
where I could do alright at the little 
races and I enjoyed that. At that time 
the National scene was the farthest 
thing from my mind. I liked to go, but 
I never did any good at them. 
However, the more I rode the better I 
got until I was running near the front 
fairly often. 

I can tell you that at the Louisville 
National (1974) the night I won, I was 
sitting on the pole waiting for the start 
and I was so scared I wasn't even sure I 
would be able to get the bike off the 
line. Once I got rolling it was alright. I 
remember walking to the starting line 
and they were announcing the riders 
and I didn't think my knees were going 
to hold me up long enough to get 
there. 

Winning my first National was an 
outstanding experience. I'm sure that

same although I believe you have to 
experience it to realize just what it 
feels like. 

I had a pretty good year riding for 
Bart (Markel) and went on to win 
the half mile at Terre Haute and run

near the front in. a few other 
Nationals. We had some bike 
problems, but I still finished seventh in 
the standings -- my first top ten finish. 
I was elated because that was more 
than I had ever dreamed or hoped for. 
At that time I was still working as an 
electrician for Fisher Body (General 
Motors) in Flint (Michigan). I had 
been an electrician for about six years 
there. It got to where I was taking a lot 
of time off to go racing and actually I 
was making more money racing a 
couple of days a week than working 
five or six. Finally, it came time to 
make a decision on what to do. Hell, I 
had a whole lot more fun going to 
races than I did punching in at the 


shop. 
How did you get the Harley- 
Davidson ride? 


In 1974 І got an order blank for 
leathers from Bates with a note saying 
they had already been paid for. lt 
turned out that Harley had paid for 
them. That year Harley was trying to 
help out some privateer riders -- call it 
B grade support, if you will -- as well 
as their factory riders. So the H-D 
factory (style) leathers came back from 
Bates and I put them on and they fit., I 
figured “Hell, this can't be all bad." 
That was the first year Gary Scott rode 
for the factory. At a few races Gary 
and I dueled it out. I beat him some 
and he beat me some. With the success 
I had, it opened Dick O'Brien's eyes a 
little bit. Still, he didn't offer me a 
complete deal. He offered me some 
money to go ahead and ride for Bart in 
1975. Again, things were going better 
than I had ever hoped for. 

However, Bart and I had some 





differences and split up. I went back to 
O'Brien and asked him if there was a 
way I could build my motorcycle at the 
factory and ride out of there. He was 
receptive to the deal, but that didn't 
mean it was a full boat ride by any 
means. 

I actually built a motorcycle out of 
machinery Mark Brelsford had ridden 
before he hung it up. It had new 
fiberglass and a new frame and we 
freshened the engine up a bit.That 
was the week before Louisville. We 
went there and I got second behind Jay 
(Springsteen). I had things going 
pretty well and racked up another 
second at Columbus. I also ran second 
to Jay at Harrington until the cam 
bearing broke. I wasn't setting the

world on fire, but I was staying near 
the front of the pack. 

By the time the Indianapolis Mile 
rolled around Harley had built me a 
new miler and. O.B. assigned Nick 
Deligianis to work with me the rest of 
the season. I was jazzed. It ended up to 
be my best year ever and opened up a 
lot of people's eyes. I finished fourth in 
the standings. I also turned 30 and I'm 
not sure if that was a high point or low 
point of the year. It affected me a 
little, but it's only numbers. 

I. got the nickname "The Grey 
Ghost" that year. I won the mile at 
Syracuse and Toledo's half mile back 
to back at the end of the season. 
Somebody asked O'Brien what he 
thought of the double wins and he said 
something like "Not bad for an old 
man." The stuff about being older 
started then, but I think I thrived on it 
and grew on it to some extent. 

1976 was not a good year although I 
did win the Harrington National. I 
broke my leg at the Peoria TT and was 
out half the season. A lot of people felt 
it would be the end of my career 
because of my age. I didn't think so 
and I tried not to let the talk bother 
me. 

Harley still had faith in me and 
signed me up for 1977. We went to 
Houston with our new (two-stroke) 
short trackers and Jay won, Ted 
(Boody) got second and I got sixth. It 
was my best finish ever at Houston and 
it pumped me up. Although I didn't

win a National, I feel I had a good 
year. I finished sixth in the standings 
and financially it was the best year I 
ever had. 1978 wasn't too bad a year 
either. 

1979 came and I was not a full 
factory member -- Steve Morehead 
took my place -- but I was still 
receiving a good amount of help 
although I didn't get a salary and I 
didn't have a mechanic on the road. 
Still, they let Al Stangler (my 
mechanic from 1978) work on my 
bikes at the factory. I made money so I 
can't complain. 

That brings us back to last year 
which got cut short. However, I had 
already made up my mind that 1 was 
going to retire at the end of the season. 
I knew it was going to be my last year 
before the season started. 








I've got nothing but good memories. 

What regrets could I have after all the 
good things that have happened to 
me? 
Do you wish you had started earlier? 
You know, you wonder about that. 
You wonder if things would have gone 
the same. However, you can wonder 
about it all you want, but you'll never 
come up with an answer. I may have 
started earlier and gotten burned out. 
I might never have made it. 

I really think I was in the right place 
at the right time. Things just 
happened to work out. I wish 
everybody out there could have the 


success I've had and felt. It’s like 
nothing I've ever been through before. 
Did it surprise you that you became 
so popular with the fans? 

It was a little surprising to me. I guess 
when you begin to do good the fans 
begin to follow you. I had a fair 
amount of success in winning five 
Nationals and doing good otherwise. 
I'm very sure my age had something to 
do with the fans reaction because a lot 
of people who go to the races are past 
the age of 25. There are a lot of fans 
who ride street bikes to the races. Hey, 
if there are 14 guys on the line for the 
National and one of them has a full 
head of grey hair it stands out a bit. 











Possibly that had something to do with 
it. Whatever it was I appreciated the 
support because it makes you feel very 
good when you know a lot of people 
care. 

Are you disappointed you never had 
a shot at winning the Grand 
National Championship? 

To be honest, being Number One was 
never a goal of mine -- until it was too 
late. The closest 1 came was in 1975 
(4th). If I had ridden some races that 
year like I rode them later (in my 
career) where I made main events -- 
like the Ascot TT there was 
probably the possibility I could have 


put on a good run for the title. I think 
what happened was by the time I 
realized 1 really did have a shot at it, I 
didnt any more. I'm not

disappointed. I’ve watched close 
friends Jay and Randy (Goss) get it. 
The way I feel is there are only a select 











few who can ever be Number One and 
the rest of us are just around. 
What would you say was the 
highlight of your career? 
I really have two. The first would have 
to be winning Louisville the first time. 
I was probably floating at 30,000 feet 
that night after the win. The 
adrenaline was flowing so good I 
didn’t get any sleep that night. It took 
me a long time to come down. I was so 
pumped I probably could have carried 
my truck on my back to get it home. 
The other event that stands out in 
my mind is the (1975) Toledo Half 
Mile National. Up to that time my

family knew I raced, but they didn’t 
really know the level of competition. 
The morning of the Toledo National 
my dad called and mentioned there 
was an ad for the event in the local 
paper and asked me if I was going to 
be there. He'd never been to a 
National before and he came down to 
watch. That was a night when I could 
do no wrong -- of course that goes 
along with times you can do no right -- 
and won the National by about a 
straightaway. Seeing how I did there 
set my dad to thinking and since then 
he's been to a lot of Nationals. I guess 
it showed him the money he spent on 
the motorcycles I wrecked when I was 
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a little kid wasn't spent all in vain. 
What was your father's reaction 
when you told him you were 
retiring? 

I think he realized it was bound to 
happen. Motorcycle racing is no 
different from any other sport 
people are there for awhile and then 
there's somebody else. In any 
competitive sport there's always 
somebody else who wants your job. 
You can only do it for so long and then 
it's time to go.

I've always wondered how you felt 
after losing the 1975 Indy Mile to 
Kenny Roberts? 

Kenny was definitely the spoiler that 
night. Jay and I were accused of 
fooling around and losing the race, 
but it isn't true. That really wasn't it. 
No matter what Jay is doing he is going 
as hard as he can and so was I. For 
awhile so was Rex (Beauchamp). Rex 
had the fastest engine that night and 
the three of us were opening ground 
on the rest using the draft. When 
Rex's bike broke it left Jay and I and 
we were going along just as fast as we 
could. Hey, when you're going down 
the straightaway all tucked in there's 
nothing else to do so we waved at each 
other -- big deal. We never let off. 

You know there wasn't just anybody 
riding that (TZ750) Yamaha dirt 
tracker. It was the man. Only Kenny 
could have ridden the bike like that. 
Ive got a picture sequence where 
Kenny is a distance behind us at about 
the first chalk line before the finish 
and in the next -- about 60 feet later -- 
he's six inches ahead at the checkered 
flag. To this day I don't remember 
crossing the finish line. I saw the flag 
waving and I thought, "Well, we've 
got this one sewn up." Then I looked 
over and saw this wheel inching up 
alongside me and I thought, "That 
goddamn Jay isn't going to let me win 
this one." Then I heard that sound -- it 
wasn't a Harley -- and I saw this big 
number one on Kenny's back and from 
there everything kind of went blank. I 
don't remember crossing the finish line 
or taking the cool-off lap. I do 
remember shaking my head later and 
wondering if this is what it's really all 
about. 

That was probably the greatest race 
ever. I can't think of any that come 
close to it. They're all great but that 
was the tops. Just having been a part of 
it means something special. I do regret 
not having won the Indy Mile, though, 
because it's such a special event -- that 
and Louisville. There are other 
Nationals that are good too, but I've 
always thought racing under the lights 
was spectacular. You have the race 
track with lights glowing down on it 
and the color of the riders on the track 
- everything else is dark. The 
spectator's attention is drawn to the 
spectacle not to some distraction 
which you have in daylight. 

How do you rate a‘rider like Kenny 
Roberts? 

What can you say about Roberts. He's 
probably the greatest motorcycle racer 
there has been. You just don't win a 
National in every type of competition 
in one season unless you're very, very 
good. Roberts could do it all. His 
problem, or rather Yamaha's, was 
they were overwhelmed by the 
awesome amount of work Harley put 
in on their dirt trackers. That's always 





been their field and they try to shine in 
it. Harley builds a motorcycle strictly 
for the races while Yamaha was trying 
to convert a street machine into a 
racing machine. It worked alright at 
first, but the development of the 
Harley overcame them. I'd like to see 
Yamaha get that 750 vee-twin running 
good. If they do I'll bet we'll see Kenny 
racing on the dirt again regularly. I 
think his return would do a lot for the 
sport. There are some very good guys 
racing, but there is only one Kenny 
Roberts. 

Jay Springsteen? 

Jay is also a phenomenal racer. It's like 
this year's Houston -- when he's right, 
he's tough. Jay has had a few problems 
along the way. He's a big enough 
person to have seen it and he's 
overcoming them now. I think a 
healthy Jay is going to mean big 
trouble to everyone on the Winston 
Pro Series circuit including his 
teammate Randy Goss. 

Randy Goss? 

Randy is probably one of the hardest 
working riders you'll ever find. I really 
found that out when I rode an ice

racer of his during the 
Invitational Indoor Ice Race Series. 
When I talked to him about riding the 
bike he said it needed some work. By 
the time I got to Flint from Golden 
(Colorado) he had already rebuilt the 
engine plus built a bike for himself. 


His wife Vicki already had my 


` numbers on the bike. I think I ended 


up spoking a rear wheel for it, that's 
all I did. Goss works so hard you can't 
really stay around him because it 
would probably drive you crazy. 

The year he finished third (1979) in 
the standings he was existing on a diet 
of hard work, long hours on the road 
and very little sleep. He's become a 
very intelligent racer who never forgets 
anything about a track or the way to 
set the bike up for it. He's not afraid to 
try something a bit different if he 
thinks it may give him an edge. If it 
doesn't, he files it away for the day 
when conditions might be right to use 
it again. Randy does whatever it takes 
to get the job done. He isn't a 
spectacular rider by any means, yet 
he's smooth and a very hard charger. 
Steve Eklund? 

Steve is another rider who is smooth 
and fast, but doesn't look like he’s 
really doing anything. It appears to 


me the three years he was really going 
for the title might have burned him 
out in a sense -- after going for it so 
hard, once he got the title there was 
nothing left to go for. Last year when 
he was Number One he was having 
some sponsor problems and had 
changed mechanics which threw his 
program out of balance. This year he’s 
more together and I feel he'll be a real 
threat. 

Do you see any new talent on the way 
up? 

I don't think there are any Jay 
Springsteen's in the offing. There are a 
lot of new riders who show flashes of 
brilliance and only time will tell how 
good they really are. Jimmy Filice is 
one who bears watching. I'm 
impressed by his smooth style of 
riding, but I can't understand how he 
can ride so good and be so small. He 
has a lot of natural finesse, balance 
and talent. 

Scotty (Parker) was a flash in his 
first season. Last season he did alright 
although he crashed a few times when 
I believe he didn't expect to. That 
happens. He was very impressive in 


winning the short track National at 
Santa Fe. It was one of the best rides 
I've seen him put in because it was a 
thinking ride rather than a horsepower 
one. Plus, when he was pressured at 
Santa Fe by more experienced riders 
he made moves where he had to when 
he had to. 

Who do you think will be Number 
One this year? 

The only thing I know for sure is that 
somebody will win and somebody will 
get second. It's too early in the season 
to make any predictions. If I were a 
betting man I'd lay my money on 
Springsteen, Eklund and Goss having 
a helluva battle. I think it's a toss-up. 
Then there are the spoilers. Gary Scott 
is looking very good and has a lot of 
desire to be back on top. Hank Scott 
could be in there again and Billy 
Labrie could upset a lot of plans. I do 
believe this could possibly be one of 
the finest seasons ever and it will be 
even more exciting if the Yamaha and 
Honda efforts materialize as 
contenders. 

Do you feel the quality of racing has 
declined in the past few years? 

Yes. I believe the big, fat tires are to 
blame. Some racing is very exciting 
while other events are just a yawn 





compared to what they used to be. 
There just aren't many tracks left 
where a cushion rider can do any 
good. You might be able to use the 
cush in the first few heats at some 
tracks, but then it's down on the 
groove. The only real cushion track 
left is Ascot and that's a real racers’ 
track. It doesn't groove up. The only 
way I can see to change things is to ban 
the fat tires, but nobody will do that. 
How do you feel about the restrictor 
rule? 

The restrictor rule was originally 
passed to give a shot to the 500cc bikes 
because there basically weren't any 
other 750cc brands running at the 
time. However, now we've got Yamaha 
and Honda coming into the ballgame 
so why have the rule. I don't 
understand some of those rulings 
anyway because it's done more to 
appease certain people than it is to 
further the sport. 

What does Corky Keener have up his 
sleeve right now? 

I'm going to Europe and hang out with 
Kenny Roberts for about six weeks. I 
had been thinking about it over a year 
ago. At that time I was undecided 
about racing in 1980 and I wasn't sure 
what I really wanted to do. I had 
talked to Kenny and was giving some 
thought to going to work for him over 
there in some capacity within his 
organization. However, I decided to 
race another season. 

Now that I've quit and have some 
free time I've decided I would like to 
go although not as a worker. I talked 
to him in January about it and he was 
very agreeable. I was a bit hesitant 
about going at first, but the more I 
thought about it the more I realized it 
was a once in a lifetime chance to go 
over -- especially with the World 
Champion of the most prestigious class 
in GP road racing.

I want to go to places where 
motorcycle racers are treated like real 
people, like the real stars of the sport 
they are. I think it will be a helluva 
deal because we should be in Holland, 
France, Austria, England, West 
Germany, Italy and any other stops 
in between. I'm just going on Kenny's 
shirt tail and wherever he goes that's 
where I'm going to be also. I guess it. 
was a little nervey of me to call him up 
and ask if he minded having someone 
hanging around with him, although 
we're pretty good friends.

I don't think anybody 
can stay in it and not love it.

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World Class 


Speedway 
slated for L.A. 
Coliseum 


The Los Angeles Memorial Coliseum, site of 
many major athletic contests over the years, 
will become the arena for still another event 
of international importance on May 30, when 


16 of America's best speedway 
riders báttle for a shot at the 
1981 World Championship title. 

The U.S. round of the World 
Speedway Championship will advance 
the four best finishers to Europe later 
this season, where they will compete in 
two more international qualifiers for 
the right to race in the World Final at 
London's Wembley Olympic Stadium 
on Sept. 5. 

The California event, which will be 
contested in a series of 20 heat races on 


the  specially-designed — 400-meter 
course laid over the  Coliseum's 
running track, carries additional 


international significance. It will pave 
the way for bringing the World Final 
here in 1982, taking it out of Europe 
for the first time in its 45-year history. 
According to race organizer Harry 
Oxley, the Coliseum has been awarded 
the 1982 World Final classic, but the 
course and facility itself must first be 
certified by Federation Internationale 


Motocycliste officials. The track will 
be built over the Coliseum's artificial 
running track. First, wood chips will 
be poured on the track to a depth of 
one foot. Over this is dumped a two 
foot layer of clay, over which finely 
screened decomposed granite will be 
used for the racing surface of about 
three inches. It will take 200 truck- 
loads to deposit the required 5,000 
tons of base clay and another 200 
truckloads for the remaining 500 tons 
of silt to build the course. The May 30 
event will serve that purpose while also 
determining America's contenders for 
this year's title. : 

Historically, Americans have been 
regarded as among the best speedway 
riders in the world, but despite their 
fine reputation only one U.S. rider has 
managed to capture the world crown: 
Jack Milne, an early speedway racing 
pioneer who won the title in England 
in 1937. 

The Coliseum event will feature 16 
Americans who earned their way into 





the field by amassing the most points 
in regular season competition in 1980. 
They include eight riders who 
competed in the U.S. Championship 
in this country and the top eight 
Americans who competed in the 1980 
British League series. 


From the U.S. Round, or North 
American Qualifier, four American 
riders will qualify for the Overseas Final 
to be held July 12 at the Bellevue Race 
Course in Manchester, England. There 
they will compete with four Australasian 
and eight British riders for eight spots in 
the Intercontinental Final at Vojens, 
Denmark on July 25. The top 11 riders 
in that meet will advance to the World 
Final where they will face five Conti- 
nental Final qualifiers from Poland, 
West Germany, USSR, Hungary and 
Czechoslovakia at Wembley Olympic 
Stadium, London, on Sept. 5. 

The origin of speedway motorcycle 
racing is in dispute. English historian 
Cyril May in the Complete Book of 
Speedway traces it to 1909, while the 
accepted version is that this particular 
form of dirt track motorcycle racing 
was started in Australia and spread to 
Europe and the U.S. in the 1920s. 

After riding one season in Australia, 
Californian Sprouts Elder brought 
back the Australian broadsliding 
technique and made speedway motor- 
cycle racing a glamor sport in the 
1930s, with Hollywood stars Clark 
Gable and Hoot Gibson the biggest

fans. Early tracks were one-eighth- 
mile, laid out on baseball diamonds. 
An early race at Loyala High School 
gave Peewee Distarce the idea to 
create a new type of race car, which 
became known as the midget. 


In 1933, the first "National Short 
Track Championship" was staged by 
the Califorma Highway Patrol and 
won by Cordy Milne. He and his 
brother Jack then toured Australia. 
Jack won the Australian championship 
in 1936 and finished fourth in the 
World Finals. Next year Jack Milne, 
Lammy Lamoreaux and Cordy Milne, 
all of Pasadena, CA, finished 1-2-3 in 
the World Finals, and in 1938 Jack 
Milne was Number Two in the world. 


The Milne brothers were set to go to 
the World Finals in 1939 when the 
German invasion of Poland discontin- 
ued the series until after World War 
Il. After the war, speedway motor- 
cycle racing became very popular in 
Europe but went into a decline in the 
U.S. A revival of the sport here began 
with weekly races in 1969 at Orange 
County Fairgrounds, Costa Mesa, 
staged by promoter Harry Oxley. To 
hold this U.S. Round and next year's 
World Final, Oxley has formed a 
company in partnership with the 
winners of 11 world championships, 
Milne (1), Ivan Mauger (6) and Barry 
Briggs (4). In 1976 Oxley staged his 
first Coliseum event, drawing 12,694 
fans.

The 'Scramblers are Southern Neva- 
da's oldest club and with desert legend 
Max Switzer at the helm their races 
are designed to tire Experts. This one 
was no exception. 

The start was a nasty piece of real 
estate with five-foot wide ditches every 
three gears and cross-grain washes in 
between. From there racers encountered 
steep rocky up and down hills, moist 
red sand, boulder-strewn trails, rocky 
fireroads and more 1% "fing rocks! 
The riders were scheduled to make 
four passes at the 20-mile torture test 
before they could receive their finisher 
pins, trophy, glory and MRAN points. 
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Jack Johnson mauled his Moto-X- 
Fox-assisted Maico into holeshot status 
where he remained for the day, un- 
challenged, in what proved to be a re- 
warding tune-up for the approaching 
Tulsa Two-Day Qualifier. Jack was no 
doubt pleased at the triumph, his first 
MRAN win since Dec. of '79, however, 
he commented, “It didn't mean any- 
thing since Scot (Harden) wasn't 
here," but quickly added, "I was wor- 
ried about the "Kid" (Kevin Welch) 
with my two flats (both rear, one at 
mid-race, the other on the last loop). 
It was hard riding in those rocks and 
he's so consistent if anything happens 
he’s right there." Harden was also pre- 
paring for the Oklahoma Two-Day 
and was not entered in the event. 

Kevin Welch battled with Troy 
Fitch for second overall most of the 
day with the nod going to Kevin al- 
though Troy tried every trick he knew 
including some wild, lock-to-lock tank- 
slappers on the steep, double danger- 
marked downhills in crazed attempts 
to overhaul the smooth Welch. Troy's 
ride was good for top 250cc honors. 

Maico blue-chip prospect Anthony 
p ue was running near the front 
of the pack on lap one but was ham- 
pered by a broken front brake lever 
courtesy of a baseball-size boulder 
thrown up by Kevin Steele during the 
frantic smoke-run. A flat rear tire 
halfway through ultimately dropped 
Anthony out of the hunt and to his 
eventual ninth overall, third Open 
Expert finish. 


The battle for runner-up 250cc Ex- 
pert positions saw some definite dicing 
as Kevin Steele (Yam), Mike Welch 
(C-A), Chuck Rush (Hus), Ty 
Bothwell (Hus) and Mel Chapman 
(Mai) filled overall places five through 
nine on lap one. 

Kevin Gashler rounded out the top 
10 as he circulated first 125cc Expert 
while his foes Randy Honeycutt 
(Yam), Daryl Folks (Hus), and Danny 
Anderson were nearby at 13th, 14th 
and 16th overall, respectively. 

As the duel for second 250cc Expert 
intensified, things started happening. 
Kevin Steele suffered a rear puncture 
that relegated him to a seventh 
overall, fourth 250cc Expert finish. 
Chuck Rush got down to business and 
put Mike Welch away before they 
crossed the checkers for a hard-fought 
fourth overall, second 250cc effort. 
Welch finished inches later with a lock 
on fifth overall, third 250cc Expert. 


Mel Chapman moved by a faltering 
Ty Bothwell for eighth overall, fifth 
250cc rt. Ty finished the day 11th 
overall, sixth 250cc Expert. 

Great-charge-through-the-pack award 
goes to Sportsman Cycle Team rider 
Glen Wischmeyer (Hus) who braved 
the rocks and dust and a bad start to 
capture 10th overall, fifth 250cc 
Expert at the final flag. 

Kevin Gashler was riding superbly 
and crossed the finish line sixth 
overall, first 125cc Expert. Daryl Folks 
moved by Randy Honeycutt for second 
125cc Expert but could do not better 
than 12th overall at the checkered. 
Danny Anderson lost a swingarm bolt 
on his Kawie Uni-Trak and called it a 
day after the first loop. 

Roger Peters (Hus) was first overall 
Amateur at 13th overall and if he 
keeps up the pace will be racing with a 
white plate. 

The Southern Nevada Volunteer 
Rescue group were kept hopping with 
their most notable customer being 
Trey Kimberlain, who broke a foot 
while running near the front of the 
250cc Amateur race. Thank you vol-

Hank Scott 
captures Ascot 
HM opener

The Ascot half mile opener had 
more than its share of red flags, 
get-offs, etc., (none serious) with 
the Novices being the only group 
to keep it going long enough to get a 
time for their main! That was won by 
Pete Hames who darn near cruised 
home on his Kawasaki over the solidest 
looking field of Novices we've had in a 
few years. If you're wondering, no, it 
wasn't the Kawasaki featured in CN 
last year that Pete won at the end of 
his sportsman career. ..he has two. 

Big winner was Hank Scott, smooth 
as ever aboard a Shell Racing Special- 
ties Yamaha. "It's greasy out there," 
he said afterwards, and with a smile, 
"And you know how a Yamaha can 
get..." It's a new dirt surface and with 
more decomposed granite being 
worked in this coming week it will be 
in tip top shape for the Gardena Gold 
Cup and the TT National. 

Scott set fastest time, 22.50, then 
won the fastest Expert heat, the 
Trophy Dash and the main. He came 
powering out of turn two first in the 
first heat and behind were Rich 
Arnaiz, Steve Oort and Jeff Allison. 
Arnaiz kept second until the near end 
when Oort slid by in a lower groove. 

This season, if the Expert turnout is 
scant, the top Junior time trialers get 
the chance to move up a class and ride 
with the Experts. One, Ross Klatt, 
came as close to getting off in turn one 
as you can without actually doing it, at 
the start of the second Expert heat. Bob 
Sanders got one of his famous starts 
and had the lead until Mike Inder- 
bitzin took it away. Klatt was third 
and another Junior, Mike Hale, took 
fourth. 

The Expert semi had a restart and 
again Klatt got into trouble, but didn’t 
unload. He and fellow Junior Craig 
Scroggins were busy chasing the lead 
man, Jeff Allison. The bobble slowed 
him a bit but he got it back under 
control and got around Rich Volk to 
finish third behind Scroggins. 

Three riders ended on the penalty 
row before the start of the Expert 
main. Away they went with Scott, 
Arnaiz and from the third row, 
Sanders, all arriving at turn one first. 

Out they came with Scott evenly in 
front of Arnaiz, Oort, Allison and 
Sanders. Oort had just passed Arnaiz 
when Mike Hale fell off in turn two. 








With some fast work Hale was able 
to get his bike back running again in 
the alloted time and they were away 
again in a single file start. Rich Volk 
was the next to tumble but he was 
clear of the groove and the race 
continued. Scott, still easy and smooth 
out front, led Oort, Arnaiz, Allison 
and Inderbitzin. 

Scott was still sailing along out front 
as the laps ran down, once peeking 
back to see just where second place 
Oort was. Right at the end Oort slid 
out without damage in turn three, 
leaving Arnaiz second ahead of Allison 
and Inderbitzin. 

In the Junior division fastest ones of 
the heats were Chris Cannon and Mike 
Garrison with Chris earning the pole 
for himself in the main; he and 
Garrison really went at it. Bill Scott 
and Derek Land, Tommy Walton and 
Jeff Johnson were the other pairs of 
direct transfers. 

Their semi got underway on the 
third try with Jim Keener leading 
Dennis Camp and Bobby Garabedian. 
Then the announcer said, “Look at 
that guy go for third” as a Harley 
literally shot down the back chute. 
The stands cheered wildly and Roxy 
Rockwood had a second look at the 
bike number plate, correcting himself. 
It was Dorothy Rowe. After having 
clutch problems in her heat, she was 
flat going for it. Go for it she did, the 
semi with a nice lead over Garabedian, 
Keener and Camp. 

Walton and Cannon arrived at turn 
one first in the main, but out came the 
red flag because Keener had jumped 
on the back line. The next start saw 
Garrison leading Cannon, Scott, 
Garabedian and Land. It looked like 
the race would finish that way but 
Scott fell down and Camp whacked 
into the fallen bike’s rear wheel. The 
riders weren't hurt but Camp’s bike 
was mangled. 

The restart was single file with 
everyone barely getting into full 
throttle before Garabedian's bike quit 
on him. Up front it was still Garrison, 
Cannon, Walton and Land. For a 
while Land and Walton traded third 
around until Walton got a grip on it. 

No one was going to get up ahead 
and disturb Garrison and Cannon, but 
Rowe was coming on strong again, 
hard after Land's fourth place. 
However, right with her was Jeff 
Johnson who, in the front straight drag 
race for the flag just managed to take 
fifth away from her by a wheel. 


‘Frank Rosa had the bad luck to fall 
in turn one at the start of the Novice 
main, but didn’t cause the others any 
trouble. Pete Hames had just shot off 
with the lead, then came Rob Ely, 
Dave Rosa and Mark Cain. 

First Rosa and Cain challenged each 
other until up came Barry Pelrey to 
split them up. Pelrey kept going, 
taking over third behind Ely. But no 
one was going to get Hames, he was 
almost loafing along on the final laps, 
if one can loaf on a flat tracker, that is!

The California Racing Club held 
their first race of the spring sea- 
son at Saddleback Park, in typi- 
cal California style, under con- 
fused skies; cloudy, then sunny, then 
threatening to bring winter back.

Jeff Jennings was unstoppable on 
his Pro Circuit Husky at DeAnza 
Cycle Park last week. He topped 
both the 250cc and Open Pro 


classes, getting the lion’s share of the 
$2000 purse. 

The 250cc class proved to be the 
toughest for Jennings with 34 other 
riders on the start line. Craig Gormley, 
riding for Yamaha of Redlands, was 
the man to round the first turn ahead 
of the confused pack with Mike Harn- 
den (Yam) second and Brian Myers- 
cough (Suz) third. Jennings and Curt 
McCuistion (Kaw) were side by side for 
the first few laps as they pushed their 
way through the other riders. They 
both got past Myerscough and then 
went on to pass Harnden with McCuis- 
tion holding a slight edge over Jennings. 
While they started working on Gormley, 
Myerscough moved into fourth where 
he would remain for much of the moto. 
McCuistion and Jennings, still tied to- 
gether, pushed Gormley back to third 
on the next lap as they shot into the 
lead. 

Jennings didn’t give McCuistion long 
to enjoy his stay on top of the pack, 
taking over soon afterwards. From 
there on home, Jennings was untouch- 
able. McCuistion remained in second 
and in the final laps Myerscough passed 
Gormley for third. As they crossed the 
finish line Chris Howard (Mai) was fifth 
over Harnden. 

Ross Pederson was down in California 
for a visit from his home in Alberta, 
Canada and in the second moto he 
demonstrated how they do it up north. 
The Canadian put his Kawasaki in 
front of the pack while Jennings was 
caught around 15th place. Gormley 
passed Pederson on the first lap, but 
couldn't hold out and Pederson re- 
gained the lead two laps later. Pete 
Snorteland (Yam), who finished an in- 
conspicuous ninth in round one, 
moved past Gormley into second on 
lap six and then Myerscough pushed 
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Gormley back another spot. By this 
time Jennings was back in the race and 
moving past riders with little effort. It 
was on the 11th lap that Jennings took 
the lead from Pederson. He took home 
top cash after a strong come-from- 
behind ride. Myerscough took second 
overall with his 3-4 score over Gormley. 

Honda's Johnny O'Mara was in com- 
mand of the 125cc class, although he 
had to split wins with Suzuki's George 
Holland. The first moto was all 
O'Mara's while Holland, Eric Kehoe 
(Yam), Dean Cates (Suz) and Rodney 
Brand (Suz) pushed each other around 
for second. McCuistion held the spot 
for several laps before dropping out of 
the race and letting Kehoe take over. 
Holland pushed Kehoe with Brand 
and Robert Reisinger (Kaw) in close 
tow for a while then it was Cates who 
came alive and passed them all, getting 
Kehoe with two laps to go. At the 
finish, O'Mara had a strong lead. 

In the next race Holland pulled the 
holeshot with O'Mara in fifth. O'Mara 
was slow about starting his drive to- 
wards the front, but he finally passed 
Cates on the fifth lap. On the next lap 
he got around Brand and at the 
halfway point he passed Kehoe for sec- 
ond. By this time, however, Holland 
had built up a 10-second lead and al- 
though O'Mara did get within striking 
range by the end of the race, he never 
made a challenge for the win, perhaps 
knowing he already had the overall 
win. In the final standings it was 
O'Mara, Holland, Kehoe, Cates and 
Brand. 

The Open Pro class saw another win 
for Jennings. In the first round it was 
Goat Breker (Kaw) who got the hole- 
shot, but his Uni-Trak shock parted 
company with his bike on the second 
lap and he was forced to retire. From 
there on in it was Jennings on top. 
Snorteland was close throughout the 
race with Ed Arnet and Don Griewe 
putting their Maicos in third and 
fourth. Rounding out the top five was 
Tracy Oswell (Mai). The second moto 
results read the same as the first.

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Seattle's vintage 
bike expo 


By Lane Campbell 

SEATTLE, WA, MAR. 18-15 

The occasion was Seattle's first 
annual Vintage Motorcycle Ex- 
position, held at Exposition Hall 
in Seattle Center, former site of 
the 1962-63 World's Fair, and over 
250 exhibitor/entries proved out the 
high latent interest in vintage and/or 
exotic machiney. Co-sponsored by the 
year-old Classic Motorcycle Club of 
Washington and Castle Productions, 
the three-day Expo combined rare old 
antiques, rare exotic race bikes, special 
exhibits like Don Vesco's Bonneville 
liner, dealer displays and special inter- 
est booths. Even the local DJ's respond- 
ed, turning out in shifts to spin “уіп- 
tage" '50s and '60s rock to help set the 
properly nostalgic tone. 

Walking in the door, show visitors 
were confronted immediately Бу 
Vesco's twin-engine, turbocharged Kaw- 
powered saltliner, brightly floodlit, 
with partial panel removal along one 
side to reveal the engines and their 
extensive plumbing. This technoid 
tour-de-force, with its monocoque 
chassis structure and bonded/composite

fiberglass shell, is aimed not just at the 
motorcycle record, but the official 
World Land Speed Record for wheel- 
driven vehicles — a record captured 15 
years ago by Mickey Thompson in a 
four-engined car powered by Chrysler 
Hemis. (Side note — literally painted 
on the side, Cycle News freelancer 
Marcia Holley is listed as crew member 
for the record attempt.) 

Beyond the Vesco exhibit, there 
awaited a Morgan three-wheeler 
(legally a motorcycle in its native 
Britain, the “Mog” tutored such 
notables as Stirling Moss in the art of 
go-fastin’ long before they were old 
enough under British law to race or 
drive a four-wheel vehicle). Next to 
the polished-alloy-bodied Morgan (with 
its J.A.P. 1000cc V-twin engine hung 
out in front of its stone-axe sliding 
pillar front suspension) was another 
J.A.P.-engined stalwart, a Brough 
Superior 55100 Alpine Grand Sport, 
reputed to be T.E. Lawrence's fabled 
"Boanerges" — the bike with which he 
raced an airplane home, and won. 

Next to that was a 1934 Crocker 
speedway bike owned by Classic Club 
President Rich Shepard, whose wife 
Marsha made up a silkscreen print of 
the bike to decorate the club's "official" 
T-shirts. Not far away was another 
1934-vintage alky-burner from Harley- 












Davidson, a very rare example of that 
firm's early dabblings in speedway 
racing. 

Behind the Morgan was perhaps the 
show's most imaginative "theme" dis- 
play: two Neracars in a suggested 
pasture setting with natural dirt, 
pebbles and autumn leaves scattered 
about, backed by a rustic board fence. 
One was a restored 1924 model — black 
with dual headlights — and the other 
was a 1925 “hulk” leaning on a moon- 
shine jug, looking exactly the way 
many of those rare antiques are dis- 
covered in the boonies prior to restora- 
tion. 

Uh, what's a Neracar? The beasts 
almost defy description, being part 
motorcycle, part primeval scooter, 
and part two-wheeled “horseless car- 
riage." The single-cylinder two-stroke 
engine was mounted axially, feeding 
power into a variable-ratio, right-angle 
friction drive. Weird. 

According to Dave White of Dave's 
Classic Bikes, there are over 50 Velo- 
cettes in the state of Washington alone. 
Of those, White and restorer/Velo parts 
king Bob Strode had assembled nearly 
a dozen, making this the largest single- 
marque display in the show. There 
were two '67 Thruxtons, a green '65 
350 Scrambler, a '64 Dunstall MSS 
covered with race stickies, a '59 dirt-

track special with frame by Strode, a 
'64 Thruxton, a '69 MSS with smoke- 
tint fairing and paint that's regularly 
ridden to the Classic Club's breakfast 
meetings, a '62 Venom Clubman, a '60 
MSS and a Canadian roadracer of un- 
certain vintage with a special frame 
and a small collection of trophies won 
at Westwood (a “handling circuit" par 
excellence) including a second overall 
in the 1979 points championship for 
rider Ian Marshall. 

Now, moving to the genuinely old 
stuff: 

How about a pair of Harley 500cc 
singles, vintage 1910 and 1911, owned 
by Ed Marek? These had electric lights 
and bicycle-type off-tire generators. 
Marek also exhibited a 1914 61 cu. in. 
(1000cc) V-twin with “Е” head gas- 
works (overhead intake, flathead ex- 
haust). 

In the same grouping with the 
Marek bikes was a powder-blue 1912 
Yale V-twin with even stranger plumb- 
ing. Sure, there was the “Е” head con- 
figuration again with a single side-draft 
carb feeding a T-shaped log manifold, 
but what's this? There's only one push- 
rod for each cylinder. Took some pok- 
ing and guessing (owner unavailable 
for comment), but here's the plot: The 
external pushrod works the flathead 
exhaust. The intakes, apparently 
mounted on a common locator shaft 


co-axial to the exhausts, were demand- . 


type overhead poppets, working on 
much the same principle as a reed 
valve. 

On the opposite end of the spectrum, 
Larry Johnson brought three Honda 
ex-works racers, a 50cc СК105, a 
125cc CR 92 and a 250cc CR 93 — a 
definitive collection of Honda's early 
road racing efforts and some of the 
first Honda four-valvers. They were 
displayed with a blowup of Hailwood 
at Silverstone on the 250cc five-cylinder, 
and with a fresh four-valve head 
turned chambers-up to show the 
lineage that spawned today's produc- 
tion four-valve Hondas. 

Also brought by Johnson was a rare 
and beautiful green/gold 250cc Paton 
twin. This, a true one-off, was the 
brainchild of Giusseppe Pattoni, who 
designed and scratch built the motor 
from the cast magnesium cases up. 

Not since the heydays of the Cycle 
World show has there been such a 
collection assembled indoors on the 
West Coast. Seeing that it was an all- 
bike event, no detracting cars or drag- 
boats or other foofoo, perhaps this has 
to rank as the best indoor show in the 
West — ever. 

Eat your hearts out, California!

Mud makes it

‘Watsonville

WATSONVILLE, CA, MAR. 22 
While most of the race tracks in 
northern California were cancel- 
ling their events because of the 
heavy rains, the Ridge Runners 
of Santa Cruz decided to go for it. 
After all, one of their funnest races 
had been their famous Mud-O-Cross a 
couple of years ago, and besides, moto- 
cross is supposed to be tough. 

The rain let up on Saturday morn- 
ing as the club members began the 
work of laying out the course and set- 
ting up the snow fencing. The track 
was a quagmire in spots and some 
places had to be rerouted around the 
more treacherous mud holes. 

The Veterans class was the first to 
test the track and all but one rider 











made it through the first moto. Bob 
Bowers (Hus) took the win after a short 
battle with Bruce Kelly (Hus) and 
former National Champion Bob Grossi 
made a return to the sport, finishing 
third. Grossi, who has not raced for a 
number of years, got the holeshot but 
slipped in the first turn, having to 
fight his way back to third through the 
15-rider field. Bowers took the win in 
the second moto followed by Rich Lokke 
(Yam) with Kelly taking third. Grossi’s 
bike quit on him and he was unable to 
finish. 

Perhaps the most exciting race of 
the day was the 125cc Expert's second 
moto. Rick Ryan, the Yamaha 
factory support rider whom only a year 
ago was riding as a Junior, had a hard- 
fought battle with Suzuki-mounted 
Mike Sprenger. Sprenger got the hole- 
shot with Ryan moving into the lead 
on the second lap. Sprenger dropped 
back a little ways but was soon hound- 
ing Ryan around the muddy track. 

Sprenger shot to the lead on the 
main straightaway when Ryan had 
trouble maintaining his speed on the 
slippery surface. Ryan followed for a 
lap and slipped back into the lead on 
an off-camber uphill. Sprenger once 
again shot past on the same straight 
and Ryan had to work hard to get the 
lead away again. By now though, Ryan 
had figured out the right line on the 
straight and when Sprenger tried to 
make his move again Ryan held him 
off, winning the moto to make it two 
for two. 

Jim Stewart of Anchorage, AK 
summed it all up regarding the mud. 
He had heard about the race on his 
way back from the Florida Series and 
decided to try out a northern California 
track. At the beginning of the day, he 
was looking over the track and talking 
about the different courses he has rid- 
den during his travels. I told him this 
was not really typical of the tracks in 
this area, especially since it was so 
muddy. "That's okay,” he replied, “I 
like riding in the mud. I think I'll do 
okay. 

Well, Jim did okay, finishing fifth in 
the Open Expert class, but when he 
came back after his second race it was 
apparent he had learned something 
about natural terrain motocross at the 
Watsonville track. "I thought I'd 
ridden in mud before!" he exclaimed.

At 
the flag it was Wiant, Keller, 
Spangler, Rick Burkinshaw (Suz) and 
Kevin White (Yamhill Yam). 

Moto two saw Spangler, Wiant, Kel- 
ler, Clay Light (Gresham Suz), Burkin- 
shaw, White and Kent Egli (Yam) 
hold down top spots on lap one. 
Second time around had it Wiant, 
Spangler, Names, Light and 
Burkinshaw in front spots. The first 
three had a gap then came a Light/ 
Burkinshaw dice (bringing back a 
grudge match of mid-70s 125cc 
Expert dices) while a Keller/Egli race 
for fifth developed behind them. At 
the flag, it was Wiant (1-1), Names (4- 
2) and Spangler (3-3) taking first, sec- 
ond and third as well as finishing that 
way overall. 

In 250cc Pro mud-o-crossing, Steve 
Williams (Herb's Yam) took the 
scratch followed by Skeet Hise (Eastside 
Kaw), Kevin Jansen (Beaverton Kaw) 
and Ron Sun (Hon support). Sun went 
down while Williams walked away 
from the others. Open Pros were also 
there as Mitch Kirkpatrick (Gresham 
Suz/Hus) followed. Jansen and Hise 
swapped spots many times while Sun 
made up lost time.

Moto two saw a drier track as Wil- 
liams again took the lead with Sun, 
Jansen and Hise following.

If Robbie Hadlock didn't put on 
such a good show of riding, it 
would be almost boring to watch 
him mop up the Flying W's 
motocross series. Hadlock and his 
YZ465 owned both Open Pro motos 
beginning to end with relatively little 
challenge from the other hard 
chargers. He did the same for the 
125cc Pros until the last half of the last 
lap of the last moto when he endoed 
his Yamaha water-heater on a series of 
whoops, recovering for a third-place 
finish and second overall 125cc Pro. 

Another record turnout of riders 
had a cold, crisp day in which to enjoy 
the famous Calder Cycle Park track. 
While Hadlock ran away with the 
Open lead, Dan Dossey (Yam) started 
out in second spot in moto one with 
Jeff “Crazy” Cloutier (Kaw) initially in 
third. However, Cloutier was on a 
brand new KX420 that took some 
getting used to. The first lap he fell 
twice and circulated in last place for a 
while. 

Al McElroy (KTM 495) moved into 
third and began zeroing in on Dossey's 
second place. About midway in the 
moto, on the steep downhill pivot, 
McElroy stuffed a wheel under Dossey 
dumping him in the dirt and 
relegating him to fourth. Chuck 
Halcomb (KTM) finished third. 

Second moto, Hadlock, McElroy 
and Cloutier gated in that order, 
circulated that way all moto and 
finished that way for the moto and the 
overalls. 

Hadlock had a little more trouble 
with the 125s. A couple Pros from 
Idaho — Derrick Debonette (Suz) and 
Joe Wright (Hon) — came down to try 
their luck. Wright holeshot the first 
moto with Debonette second and 
Hadlock third. By the third lap, 
Hadlock assumed the lead. On the 
eighth lap Debonette’s new Floater 
challenged for the top spot and he and 
Hadlock nerfed each other around a 
bit. But the very agressive Hadlock 
would not be intimidated and hung in 
there for the win. 

Second moto, Rick DeCarlo (Yam) 
holeshot, but Hadlock picked him off 
within the first half lap. DeCarlo ran 
in second for a while until Debonette 
drove through the field to take over as 
number two. Right near the end of the 
moto, Hadlock momentarily lost his 
concentration and took his soil 
sample, settling for a second overall in 
class. 

The next Flying W's motocross on 
Apr. 5 will be the final event of the 
series. It will be followed by a big 
trophy presentation and contingency 
giveaway at the Iron Horse Casino in 
Winnemucca. Be there for fun times.

Keezer conquers 
Coyote Enduro 


By ElRae Morgenthaler 
TENINO, WA, MAR. 22 

The old saying goes, “He who 
hesitates is lost.” In this case, 
it’s, “Не who hesitates loses." 
Ron Clizbe’s few seconds of 
searching the Skookumchuck River for 
a good spot to cross just before the tie- 
breaker check may have cost him a 
first overall in the second enduro in a 
row. Nothing, however, can be taken 
from 200cc A rider Wayne Keezer who 
was in one minute, 15 seconds after his 
minute on the tight, speed section to 
Clizbe's one minute, 54 seconds. 
Keezer had his problems, a flat five 
miles past the gas check in. 

The Coyote Enduro sponsored by 
the Roadrunners is noted for its 
slippery clay trails. In this event an 
early start helped, as the course 
quickly deteriorated around creek 

crossings, mud holes and bogs. Riders 
in the "teen" minutes complained of a 
10-minute wait in one of the hangups 
in the speed section. 

The course consisted of 70 miles of 
mixed primitive trail, powerline trail, 
logging road and gravel road. One 
section ran down a flowing creek, 
occasionally onto the bank, then back 
into the creek. The entire course was 
run at a 15 mph average for the A and 
B riders and 12 mph for the C riders. 

With the exception of һе 
final/emergency check, all checks 
were zeroable by the A and B riders. 
Of the 137 A and B riders, 77 
completed the course. Riding only the 
first loop of the figure-eight, after the 
A and B riders, the C riders had a 
tougher time of it with 32% of the 107 
C riders finishing. 

A four-wheel rally was being held in 
the forest on some roads common to 
the enduro. At mile 33.6 (he 
remembers it well), Chuck Dederick of 
the Mt. Baker M.C. became the hood 
ornament for one of the jeepers. 
Although his bike was much the worse 
for the experience, both Chuck and his 
Timex were still ticking after the 
event. 

One rider described the final section 
as seven miles of slime. The much 
talked-about bog hole that trapped 
many a rider consisted of a trail into 
the creek, off camber logs in the 
bottom of the creek and a root on the 
steep, slick opposite bank. Riders were 
willing to help those who were stuck, 
but many saw their perfect score 
slipping away while waiting a chance 
to cross. е
